It may seem a little early, but 
preliminary strategies and investi¬ 
gations are already underway to 
get a grip on the violence, or per¬ 
haps reorganize structures, for the 
1995 Halloween in the Castro cele¬ 
bration - which many neighbor¬ 
hood residents complained got out 
of hand last year. 

In a brief interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter earlier this week, Lester Olmstead- 
Rose, director of Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV), said the main issue to be

Pride Celebration 
Considers Charging

The cash-strapped San 
Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Pride Celebration 
Committee is now considering a 
plan to erect a huge disco tent at 
Pier One and charge $3 a head for 
dancing, at the conclusion of the 
annual Lesbian and Gay Freedom 
Day Parade celebration next June. 

The plan is not finalized, according to 
committee co-chair Bill Beasley, but it is an 
option considered by the group, which needs 
to raise funds. About 80 percent of 125 peo-

Teen Found Guilty in Mississippi 

Notorious Case Involved Victims' HIV Status

LAUREL, MISSISSIPPI - A teenag¬ 
er who admitted shooting two gay men 
to death last October has been convict¬ 
ed of murder charges by a Mississippi 
jury- 

Marvin McClendon, 16, claimed he shot Robert 
Walters and Joseph Shoemake in self-defense after 
they made sexual advances toward him. During the 
trial, Jones County Circuit Court Judge Billy 
Landrum allowed the defense to attempt to bolster 
that claim by admitting the results of HIV tests 
performed on the victims. But it took the jury just 


five hours to reject the self-defense argument and 
find McClendon guilty of two counts of murder on 
Thursday, February 9. 

Landrum sentenced McClendon to two consec¬ 
utive life terms. Prosecutors did not seek the death 
penalty. 

On October 7, 1994, Walters, 34, and 
Shoemake, 24, left a house party in Laurel togeth¬ 
er and never returned. Their bodies were found the 
next day along an abandoned rail track. Both men 
had been shot in the head. 

McClendon was arrested five days after the 
murders and confessed to the crimes. Local police 
officials insisted his motive was robbery and 
refused to investigate the murders as possible anti-

Grisly Bear Rip-Off: Former Club 
Treasurer Ordered To Repay $3K

The San Francisco 
Municipal Court Small 
Claims Division issued a 
$3,000 judgment against 
the former treasurer of 
Pacific Bears California 
Leather Motorcycle Club 
on January 20. 

Former club treasurer and 
member David MacGennis was 
sued for the funds after reneging 
on an agreement to sign a note 


promising to repay money col¬ 
lected at various AIDS fundrais¬ 
ers, but never delivered. 

According to a club officer. 
Pacific Bears discovered “cer¬ 
tain irregularities” in 
MacGennis’s recordkeeping 
that led them to suspect money 
was being diverted from the 
beneficiaries. 

“After an independent audit 
by a certified public accountant 
firm, it was discovered that 
large amounts of cash money 
had never been received by the 
charities,” Pacific Bears officer 


Michael Gardner told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“The Pacific Bears, in an 
effort to recoup some of these 
missing funds, worked out an 
agreement for the club treasurer 
to repay some of the money in 
promissory note,” Gardner said. 

Then, according to Gardner, 
MacGennis balked and told the 
club to sue him in court. It did, 
and MacGennis was ordered to 
repay the funds. 

The motorcycle club said that 
it intends to give the funds to the

Run, Kay, Run! 

Tsenin Goes 
For the Bench

San Francisco lesbian attorney Kay Tsenin has 
announced she will run for municipal court judge in 
the March 1996 election. 

If her bid succeeds, she would become only the second lesbian to 
obtain a seat on the San Francisco bench, and the city’s third gay 
judge. San Francisco Superior Court Judge Donna Hitchens’ 1990 
election win made her the first open lesbian judge in the nation and, 
at that time, the highest ranking openly gay elected official in 
California. Attorney and community activist Herb Donaldson was 
elected as a Municipal Court Judge as an openly gay man. 

Judging by her previous race, Tsenin estimated that her chances of 
winning are better than average. In 1990, despite running against an 
incumbent and being outspent three to one, she picked up 46 percent 
of the vote. The seat Tsenin now hopes to win is currently occupied 
by Municipal Court Judge Lilian Sing, who recently announced that 
she will be running for Superior Court Judge. 

Out with denial, in with reality 

Tsenin said in an interview with the Bay Area Reporter that more 
jurists are needed who share her brand of progressive politics, which 
she has developed over a 22-year career in San Francisco. As a jurist 
and an American, Tsenin said that she fears that civil rights guaran¬ 
teed under our Constitution are being eroded. Additionally, she said, 
the cost of litigation has gotten too costly for most working people.

Kevin Calegari Dies at 36

Gay Roman Catholic religious leader and bril¬ 
liant lay theologian Kevin Calegari died of AIDS 
after a long illness at his San Francisco home on 
Sunday, February 12. 

Calegari, 36, had discontinued all medical 
treatment except for pain medication at the begin¬ 
ning of January, according to his close friend and 
caregiver Janet Cemi. 

The former co-chair of the local chapter of 
Dignity, a worship community of lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender Catholics, Calegari had 
also served as president of Dignity/USA and was 
internationally known for his tireless advocacy for 
justice for lesbian and gay Catholics in the face of 
a repressive and homophobic religio-political 
hierarchy. 

Calegari, a native San Franciscan, graduated 
from Stanford in 1980, with a BS in Classics and 
English, following a year at Oxford University 
and at the Center For Classics in Rome. 

Fluent in Greek, Latin and Italian, Calegari had 
been pursuing a master’s degree at the Jesuit 
School of Theology at the Graduate Theological 
Union in Berkeley, California. 

Calegari was also the co-founder of the 
Defenders, Dignity’s outreach to the Levi and 
leather community. 

In 1989, Archbishop John R. Quinn forced 
Dignity/San Francisco out of St. Boniface Parish, 
where it had been meeting for five years, after the 
group of gay Catholics flatly refused to retract its 
gay and sex-positive theological positions. 

Quinn also threatened to discipline any priest 
who celebrated Mass for the group, and Calegari 
played a key role in helping Dignity/SF establish 
its first office at Dolores Street Baptist Church, 


where the group continued to hold weekly liturgy. 

In 1992, Calegari was the first openly gay per¬ 
son to meet with an official at the Holy Office in 
the Vatican - the group formerly responsible for 
the Inquisition, headed by the arch-conservative 
and outspoken anti-gay Cardinal Josef Ratzinger. 

Ratzinger is the official who issued a Vatican 
directive telling bishops that Roman Catholic doc¬ 
trine finds gay people 
“morally disordered” and 
gay sexual acts “intrinsi¬ 
cally evil.” Ratzinger also 
said that Catholic bishops 
should oppose gay rights 
laws that provide protec¬ 
tions in housing, employ¬ 
ment and other protec¬ 
tions. 

Calegari’s visit to the 
Vatican ended when he 
posted Ratzinger’s docu¬ 
ment, along with a copy of 
the New Testament, to the 
door of the Vatican office 
in an envelope marked 

Calegari is survived by his partner of 11 years, 
Tom Kaun, whom he met at a 1983 Dignity con¬ 
vention in Seattle; his friend Janet Cemi; his par¬ 
ents George and Lorayne; his sister Joan; and 
friends and supporters around the world. 

A memorial service honoring Calegari will be 
held on Saturday, February 25 at 2 p.m. at Seventh 
Avenue Presbyterian Church in San Francisco. 

Calegari’s ashes will be scattered in San 
Francisco, Hawaii, and Italy.

Dignity To Honor Sister Taylor, 
Lyon-Martin, Torrigino and April

A Roman Catholic Sister 
who works in the office of 
Oakland Mayor Elihu Harris 
will be presented a community 
service award at the annual din¬ 
ner of the gay Catholic organi¬ 
zation Dignity this Saturday 
evening, February 18. 

That nun, Sister Marie de 
Porres Taylor, is president of 
the National Black Sisters 
Conference and was the first 
African-American to enter the 
order of Holy Names of Jesus 
and Mary in the 1960s. A grad¬ 
uate of San Francisco State, she 
has done postgraduate study in 
the theology of Malcolm X and 
Martin Luther King at Pacific 
Lutheran Theological Seminary 
in Berkeley. She joined Mayor 
Harris’s office as assistant for 
job training and employment 
after serving with the Oakland 
Private Industry Council, where 
she coordinated the displaced 
worker program. 

“Public service is a better 
way of using my talents for the 
empowerment of black people,” 
she said later. 

Sister Marie is known as 
someone who doesn’t always 
say things the church hierarchy 
might want to hear. One exam¬ 
ple is her statement that “The 
church doesn’t feel we can gov¬ 
ern ourselves and be self-deter¬ 
mining. We need to be inclusive 
of all peoples, and as an 
African-American I can see that 
gay and lesbian people also are 
neglected oftentimes.” 


Considering Sister Marie’s 
candor, it’s no wonder people 
have snapped up the tickets for 
the dinner at which she is to 
speak. Frederic Millen, 
spokesperson for Dignity in San 
Francisco, confirmed to the Bay 
Area Reporter that the annual 
event is sold out. About 100 
people will attend the dinner at 
the ANA Hotel, located at 50 
Third Street in the city. Doors 
open at 7 p.m. 

Dignity is a national support 
organization that advocates for 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
Catholics and friends. 

More honorees 

A “Pax et Bonum” (Peace 
and Goodness: a favorite greet¬ 
ing of St. Francis) award at the 
dinner will be presented to 
Lyon-Martin Health Services, 
pioneers in women’s healthcare 
with a special concern for les¬ 
bians. The organization of 
advocates, activists, and educa¬ 
tors was established by domes¬ 
tic partners Phyllis Lyon and 
Del Martin in San Francisco in 
1970. Since then it has sought 
to provide quality, affordable, 
non-judgmental, comprehen¬ 
sive care by women for women. 

Lyon-Martin services are 
founded on the belief that 
healthcare must be a demysti¬ 
fied, accessible process that 
involves the patient and is 
offered in a safe, empowering 
environment. 

The nationally recognized 
clinic provides support for les¬ 
bian, gay, and bisexual parents 


and HIV-positive women, sub¬ 
stance abuse prevention, com¬ 
munity health education, and 
Lambda Youth and Family 
Empowerment (LYFE). 

Community health services 
include educational materials, 
forums, and free referrals, 
Millen said. 

Two other Pax et Bonum 
awards will go to Mario 
Torrigino and Wayne April, 
Millen said. 

Torrigino is a board member 
of Dignity/San Francisco and 
was 1991 stewardship chair. He 
co-founded Defenders/San 
Francisco, Dignity’s outreach to 
the Levi and leather community. 
Torrigino has represented 
Dignity at Folsom and Castro 
Street Fairs and Freedom Day 
parades. A San Francisco native, 
he earned his BA and JD from 
the University of San Francisco. 

April, also a longtime 
Dignity member, has been a 
director at large and serves on 
the finance committee. He has 
guided Dignity’s AIDS ministry 
for a number of years and 
helped establish HIV advocacy 
and care programs for 
Dignity/USA. April worked 
closely with Dolores Street 
Community Services to estab¬ 
lish Hope House, the city’s first 
residential care facility for 
homeless AIDS patients. ▼

KSFO-KGO-SFAF: 

Activists Want the Connection Severed

In a move that sent shock 
waves rippling through local 
AIDS non-profit agencies last 
week, AIDS activists have 
demanded that KGO-TV gener¬ 
al manager Jim Topping resign 
from the board of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

The leaders of the two les¬ 
bian and gay Democratic clubs 
have also joined the call for 
Topping’s departure, the Bay 
Area Reporter has learned. 

Topping manages KGO-TV 
for Capital Cities/American 
Broadcasting Company, the cor¬ 
poration that owns and operates 
controversial KSFO-AM radio. 

KSFO and shock jock J. Paul 
Emerson have been under fire 
by activists and local political 
leaders over Emerson’s contro¬ 
versial views, including his 
advocacy of quarantine of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and his medical¬ 
ly unsupported stated belief that 
AIDS is a casually transmitted 
and airborne virus. 

Topping’s presence on the 
San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation’s board is a “clear 
conflict of interest,” ACT 
UP/Golden Gate spokesman Ed 
Zold told the B.A.R.. 

“I think it’s inappropriate for 
him to be seated on the board 
while he remains publicly silent 
about a program that spreads 
hate and lies about people with 
AIDS,” Zold said. 

The AIDS activist group also 
accused the television station of 
a news blackout about the con¬ 
troversy. 

Topping has pointed out that 
the television and radio opera¬ 
tions were separate and unrelat¬ 
ed divisions, but declined to 
comment further. 

“I am an employee of the 
corporation, and there is 
absolutely no chance that I am 
going to comment in public on 
the controversy,” Topping told 
the B.A.R. 

Topping said that he had not 
resigned from the agency’s 
board of directors, but acknowl¬ 
edged the move by ACT UP was 
“making it difficult” for him to 
remain. 

Topping said that he has writ¬ 
ten a formal letter to the 
agency’s board of directors 
about the situation, but declined 
to disclose the contents of the 
letter, saying it was the decision 
of the foundation whether to 
make the letter public or not. 

AIDS Foundation executive 
director Pat Christen told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Topping 
“is not the enemy” of people 
with HIV or AIDS. 

“Jim Topping has been an 
outstanding corporate leader in 
the fight against AIDS. He is not 
the enemy. He is not responsible 
for J. Paul Emerson’s reprehen¬ 
sible statements. He’s not in 
charge of KSFO radio,” 
Christen said in a long-distance 
telephone interview. “We have 
real enemies. I’m in 
Washington, D.C. right now. We 
are in big trouble out here. We 
have people who are really try¬ 
ing to harm the people with HIV 
in our community. Jim Topping 
is not one of them.” 

“Not so much 
as a camera” 

“I don’t think he has nothing 
to do with it. I think he has a lot 


of influence in the industry,” 
countered ACT UP member Jeff 
Getty. “We think there is a prob¬ 
lem here and just don’t think it’s 
a good idea that he remain on 
their board. We think it’s a con¬ 
flict of interest,” he said. 

Capital Cities is profiteering 
through advertising sales on the 
radio station “on our backs,” and 
Topping hasn’t come out of the 
corporate closet, Getty said. 

He also blasted the news sta¬ 
tion for failing to cover a recent 
protest and picket at the 900 
Front Street site it shares with 
KSFO and KGO radio. 

“KGO didn’t even stick as 
much as a camera out the win¬ 
dow of the building during the 
demonstration,” he said. “Every 
media outlet including the New 
York Times was there, and KGO 
didn’t think it was newsworthy 
that day.” 

That kind of silence is infuri¬ 


ating, he said. “We are people 
with AIDS and we believe that 
silence equals death,” he added. 

Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and

How can someone be on the 
board of the AIDS Foundation 
and allow his organization to be 
putting out hate messages? It 


just isn’t appropriate,” Schluter 
said. 

Harvey Milk Lesbian/Gay/ 
Bisexual Progressive Demo¬ 
cratic Club President Martha 
Knudsen agreed with Schluter, 
and said she was speaking for 
the club’s membership in sup¬ 
porting the call for Topping’s 
resignation. 

“I think that it’s a very strong 
action to recommend,” she 
acknowledged, “but I think 
there’s a conflict of interest. The 
kind of speech that I’ve heard on 
the station has been so reprehen¬ 
sible that we have to ask every¬ 
one in San Francisco to stand 
against it. 

“That’s the only way we can 
stop this hate radio,” she said. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano told the B.A.R. 
the situation needed to be 
resolved in a hurry. 

“It appears there may be a 


conflict of interest. If there is 
and it is resolved through his 
resignation or leaving, then so 
be it, but this needs to be 
resolved - and quickly,” he 
said. 

Topping has been on the 
board of SFAF since 1993. The 
agency, whose employees 
recently joined Local 790 of the 
Service Employees Internation¬ 
al Union, has an annual budget 
estimated at S10 million. 

The late Tomas Fabregas, a 
person with AIDS, resigned 
from the board last year, charg¬ 
ing that it needed to do more for 
immigrants and others with 
HIV and claiming that people 
with HIV were underrepresent¬ 
ed on the agency’s board and 
staff. 

“When Mr. Topping re¬ 
signs, he should be replaced 
by a person with HIV,” Getty 
said. T

The San Francisco Arts Democrat Club will 
host a regional town hall meeting with 
Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi and other 
Congressional representatives on proposed cuts to 
the Federal Cultural Agencies this Saturday, 
February 18, at Fort Mason Center, Building A, to 
discuss the impact in the Bay Area of proposed 
cuts to the National Endowment for the Arts, 
National Endowment for the Humanities, 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting, and other 
federal cultural agencies. The event begins at 1 
p.m. with registration and sign in and from 1:15 
p.m. to 2 p.m. Congressional representatives will 
meet privately with constituent arts and cultural 
groups. Congresswoman Pelosi will take questions 
and give answers from 2 p.m. to 2:30 p.m.

Former S.J. Hockey Scout 
Goldsworthy Dying of AIDS 

Bill Goldsworthy, a former San Jose Sharks 
scout and one of the original Minnesota North 
Stars, is dying of AIDS, the Saint Paul Pioneer 
Press reported. 

“As athletes, we tend to think of ourselves as 
invincible,” Goldsworthy said. “We fight through 
the tough times and we begin to think we can han¬ 
dle anything that comes our way. This is different. 
This isn’t a broken arm.” 

Goldsworthy, 50, told the newspaper his health 
problems stemmed from drinking and promiscuity. 
The story suggested he contracted AIDS through 
unsafe heterosexual sex. 

Goldsworthy was coach of the San Antonio 
Iguanas of the Central Hockey League when he 
was hospitalized. Barely into his hospital stay, the 
newspaper said, the Texas team fired Goldsworthy.

gay men pay taxes, work for a living, care for one 
another and raise children. They buy homes 
together and hope to grow old together. These rela¬ 
tionships should be treated legally for what they 
are: family. ... While the ACLU strongly defends 
the right of religious groups to determine which 
marriages they sanction, we believe just as strong¬ 
ly that it is not the proper role of government to 
dictate who should or should not be allowed to 
marry.” 

Immune Enhancement 
Project Funded by NIH 

The National Institute of Health (NIH) has 
funded the Immune Enhancement Project’s San 
Francisco clinic to study the use of traditional 
Chinese medicine in the treatment of chronic 
recurrent HIV related sinusitis. 

The Immune Enhancement Project’s applica¬ 
tion was one of 40 funded projects out of an initial 
pool of nearly 50 applications, said Elyse Graham, 
spokesperson for the clinic located at 3450 16th 
Street in the city. “Until two years ago, alternative 
medicine was barely recognized by the medical 
establishment; indeed, it was disparaged and 
patients who were determined to explore alterna¬ 
tive options did so mainly on their own,” Graham 
said. The 12 week study began February 15. 
Participants are randomly assigned to one of two 
treatment groups: Traditional Chinese medicine 
(acupuncture and herbal therapy) or Western med¬ 
icine (conventional antibiotic therapy). 

CRIA Halts Ongoing 
Study on Aspirin’s 
Anti-HIV Properties 

The Community Research Initiative on AIDS 
(CRIA) has decided to halt its ongoing study of the 
anti-HIV effects of aspirin. Dr. Joseph A. 
Sonnabend, CRIA’s medical director, has 
announced. The decision was made at the recom¬ 
mendation of CRIA’s data safety monitoring board 
and the study’s principal investigator Dr. Donald 
Kotler. 

“This decision is based on evidence of slight 
reductions in hematocrit, a measure of the number 
of red blood cells, among patients taking high-dose 
aspirin, as well as modest increases in liver 
enzymes,” Sonnabend said. “Due to our concern 
about these toxicities, which are common with reg¬ 
ular use of high-dose aspirin, we had built addi¬ 
tional safety reviews into the study from the start. 
Patients experiencing adverse events were taken 
off treatment as a precaution, and all laboratory 
values returned to normal following treatment. 

“After internal review of the toxicities, we 
requested that our data safety monitoring board 
review the aggregate data, and they recommended 
that the trial be stopped on January 9, 1995. All 
patients were discontinued from treatment on 
January 10,1995,” Sonnabend said. 

CRIA recommends that individuals who may 
have initiated therapy with high-dose aspirin con¬ 
sult with their physician immediately. ▼

NGLTF Adds 

Bay Area Women to Board 

Mosbacher, Koch Among Four New Members

The National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force has 
announced the appointment of 
four new board members. Two 
Bay Area women will join the 
26-person board that directs 
policy and fundraising for one 
of the nation’s oldest and 
most powerful gay lobbying 
groups. 

Nancy Koch, a San 
Francisco lawyer, and Dee 
Mosbacher, a physician and 
outgoing director of the Mental 
Health Department of San 
Mateo, joined the board at a 
January 27 meeting in Atlanta. 
They will serve three-year 
terms. 

According to Koch, the 
board is energized and excited 
about its work. She told the Bay 
Area Reporter that NGLTF 
should work to “articulate the 
goals of the gay, lesbian, and 
bisexual community” and that 
the policy arm of the organiza¬ 
tion would continue to develop 
intellectual arguments that sup¬ 
port gay rights. Koch said the 
organization would also help 
coordinate grassroots efforts to 
fight the right. 

“I think Melinda Paras is a

strength,” Koch said of 
NGLTF’s controversial execu¬ 
tive director. “I was very 
impressed. She’s got a good 
vision, clear thinking, and she’s 
a good manager.” 

Koch is a member of the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Advisory 

Committee to the San 
Francisco Human Rights 
Commission, and a partner in 
the law firm Farella, Braun & 


Martel. She is a volunteer attor¬ 
ney with the AIDS Legal 
Referral Panel. 

Dee Mosbacher is a physi¬ 
cian and the daughter of Robert 
Mosbacher, Secretary of 
Commerce under George Bush 
and the chief fundraiser for the 
Bush campaign in 1992. She 
leaves her position at the 
Mental Health Department to 
work full-time as president of 
Woman Vision Video, a non¬ 
profit company that produces 
educational videos about 
homophobia. She is the former 
board president of Lyon-Martin 
Women’s Health Clinic and a 
member of the American 
Medical Association and the 
Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association. 

Also joining the board are 
Graciela Sanchez and Don 
Davis. Sanchez is a former 
director of the Esperanza 
Peace and Justice Center in 
San Antonio, and works to sup¬ 
port gay and lesbian art and 
culture. Davis is a grassroots 
organizer from Virginia. He 
serves on the board of 
Virginia’s Peninsula AIDS 
Foundation and is the only 
openly gay member of the staff 
of James City County. ▼

San Francisco’s Saint 
Francis Memorial Hospital is 
one of a dozen community- 
based clinical trail (CBCT) 
units to benefit from a $6.2 mil¬ 
lion grant to be awarded over 
the next three years by the 
American Foundation for AIDS 
Research (AmFAR). 

The 12 units, which reach 
over 35,000 people with 
HIV/AIDS around the nation, 
will augment their awards with 
$2 million in matching funds, 
AmFAR spokeswoman Mariann 
Caprino said, for an $8.2 mil¬ 
lion total investment in the 
AmFAR CBCT Network 
through 1997. 

The HIV care unit at Saint 
Francis will receive $464,480 
from the three-year AmFAR 
award, plus $126,878 from the 
three-unit matching grant, 
according to AmFAR figures 
made available to the B.A.R. 

At the same time AmFAR 
announced the grants, it out¬ 
lined its agenda for research to 
be conducted over the next three 
years by its CBCT Network. 

That agenda is responsive to 
the urgent needs of primary care 
physicians and communities in 
which they work, Caprino said. 

“We will focus on studies 
that address fundamental issues 


of HIV patient care, such as 
nutrition and wasting, drug 
intolerance, and combination 
anti-retroviral [anti-HIV] thera¬ 
pies,” said Dr. Melanie 
Thompson, medical director of 
the AIDS Research Consortium 
of Atlanta, one of the CBCT 
units. 

One such study will focus on 
TMP/SMX (Bactrim, Septra), 
the most effective and least 
expensive drug to treat and pre¬ 
vent Pneumocystis carinii pneu¬ 
monia (PCP), the leading cause 
of AIDS-related deaths. 

Many patients with AIDS are 
not able to take TMP/SMX 
because of the drug’s side 
effects. Although methods exist 
that allow patients to tolerate 
the drug better, none has yet 
been evaluated in a fully con¬ 
trolled trial that provides clear 
documentation on risks and 
benefits, Caprino said. 

Other studies to be undertak¬ 
en by AmFAR, the CBCT 
Network physicians, and their 
patients are clinical trials to 
improve the prevention and 
treatment of nutritional defi¬ 
ciencies and wasting syndrome, 
and thrush. 

“The benefits of community- 
based research are many,” 
according to Dr. Mathilde Krim, 
AmFAR’s founding co-chair

Foster Debate 


S.F. Can Be 
Proud of its Gay 
Youth Program 

by Support Services for 
Gay, Lesbian & Bisexual Youth 

his is in response to Michael 
Botkin’s article in the 
February 2, 1995 B.A.R. We 
would like to correct several 
misconceptions regarding 
what exists in San Francisco 
for gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender, and 
questioning youth. 

While Mr. Botkin correctly states that 
“resources available to gay youth are few 
and far between,” he incorrectly alleges 
that San Francisco “notably” does not 
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T he current controversy 
over Henry Foster suc¬ 
ceeding Joycelyn Elders 
as surgeon general 
would be valuable (in 
that it shows the ugly 
face of the GOP’s bullying and nar¬ 
row-mindedness) if it were instruc¬ 
tive. If it were causing debate or 
action. If anyone were listening. 

Foster, to use Alfred Hitchcock’s 
term, is a McGuffin: a meaningless 
object that has set a conflict in mo¬ 
tion. The fight isn’t even about him, 
but over whether it is acceptable to 
use abortion as a litmus test for gov¬ 
ernmental suitability. The GOP is 
obviously more interested in conform¬ 
ing than confirming. And if the people 
of this country don’t speak up against 
that litmus test, and soon, we may be 
stuck with it for a long time. 

Unfortunately, despite the Hitch¬ 
cock elements, the story doesn’t seem 
to engage the national consciousness 
or keep the country glued to its collec¬ 
tive TV screen. Most people are just 
getting the pre-packaged media take - 
“objections raised to his uncertainty 
about the exact number of abortions 
he performed, and the fact that he ster¬ 
ilized severely disabled women in the 
1970s when it was considered an 
acceptable medical practice to do so,” 
as CNN puts it - but even so, some 
frankly complain that Foster’s boring 
old 20 seconds or so cuts into the more 
watchable O.J. trial coverage. Hitch¬ 
cock is out, Steven King is in, and 
nobody much cares which Foster is. 

Certainly nobody we know be¬ 
lieves those sterilizations are an issue, 
but CNN has taken to repeating that 
line as a mantra, so even people who 
don’t know much at all about the pri¬ 
mary issue (Foster himself) know 
something about a tertiary issue. And 
what they think they know is wrong. 

Americans are, by now, used to 
ignoring their surgeon generals: 
we’ve had a lot of practice. One 
example is smoking, the dangers of 
which have been clearly outlined by 
every surgeon general for three 
decades. Yet the terrible habit contin¬ 
ues; only the surgeon generals come 
and go, steady as cigarette ad cam¬ 
paigns and about as trivial. 

Perhaps, now we think of it, Foster 
should bask in these moments when 
his fellow citizens are so clearly indif¬ 
ferent to his plight: other nominees 
had to get the job to be so invisible. 


The rare surgeon generals who 
cannot be ignored, of course, are told 
to shut up, or made to shut up. One 
was fired for saying “syphilis” during 
a radio broadcast (toward the centu¬ 
ry’s beginning) and another was fired 
for responding to a question about 
masturbation on World AIDS Day 
(toward the century’s end). That 
should lay to rest any notion that his¬ 
torians will ever call this “The 
Century of Progress.” 

As we said, the controversy could 
be instructive, but it isn’t. Least 
instructive of all, we fear, to Bill 
Clinton. He should already have 
learned this lesson: it was taught on 
the backs of every gay and lesbian 
person in the service. The pattern of 
the fight (the capitulation on Elders, 
the meek compromise with Foster, ad 
the blistering renunciation from the 
GOP that the compromise is too left- 
wing) is exactly the same as the old 
gays-in-the-military brouhaha. Re¬ 
place “Elders” in the above sentence 
with “equal rights for gay service- 
members,” and “Foster” with “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell,” and see if you don’t 
agree. 

“Shit on me once,” the saying goes, 
“and shame on you. Shit on me twice, 
and shame on me.” In other words, the 
trouncing Clinton is getting from the 
GOP is his own fault, and we can only 
hope he has finally learned that when 
you open the gates to the barbarians, 
they almost never stop in the foyer 
and wait for an invitation into the 
house. When you try to placate bigots 
and fascists they will merely run 
roughshod over you. You cannot win. 
They will despise you - and so will 
we. 

In the meantime, Foster may have 
spent his entire life battling teenage 
pregnancy, as he says he has, but ACT 
UP/Washington says the doctor’s 
record on AIDS is dismal. We believe 
it, because the White House isn’t 
bragging about the subject and the 
rest of the news media is, predictably, 
silent on the matter. 

Like “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” Fos¬ 
ter is, we think, an unacceptable com¬ 
promise - and once again, we aren’t 
even on the side bitching the loudest 
about it - and once again, if he is con¬ 
firmed, we will probably be lied to 
and told that we have scored a victory 
of sorts. No thanks. We don’t need 
victories like “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
or Foster. We need victories. ▼

Francisco has a program of which it can be 
proud. 

In May of 1990, after much wrangling, 
the San Francisco Gay/Lesbian Com¬ 
munity successfully lobbied the San 
Francisco School Board to implement 
such a program within the San Francisco 
Unified School District. Support for 
“Support Services for Gay, Lesbian & 
Bisexual Youth” continued with School 
Board President Tom Ammiano, and board 
member Angie Fa. 

Kevin Gogin was hired to administer 
the program in September of 1990, and 
last year Crystal Jang was added to the 
staff to represent better the cultural and 
gender diversity of the San Francisco 
schools community. 

Support Services, now in its fifth year, 
is the only program integrated within a 
school district within the United States. It 
has been replicated, and is seen as a model 
nationally. 

Support Services has district-approved 
lessons that are taught in middle and high 
schools; elementary school lessons are 
being piloted this year. The program also 
provides group and individual counseling 
for students and their families, and offers 
teacher/counselor trainings. Further, there 
are 40 paid “designated adults” at each of 
the middle and high schools that attend 
regular trainings and provide services 
directly on school sites. 

Last year, Crystal and Kevin had over 
200 student/family contacts with students 
in elementary, middle and high school. 
This does not include the numbers of 
young people reached by the designated 
adults. 

Support Services continues its attempt 
to reach the growing diversity of the San 
Francisco Unified School District, and in 
doing so, has forged important ties with 
community groups including GAPA, 
Southeast Asian Resettlement Project, 
RAP, and Health Center One, to provide 
culturally sensitive counseling and 
resources. This year marks its second year 
as members of a collaborative with CUAV, 
BRAVA, LYRIC, The Street Survival 
Project, and the Public Libraries to pro¬ 
vide on-site job training to lesbigay youth. 
Yes, San Francisco has a program of 
which it can be proud. 

The article does a disservice to the 
many dedicated educators and community 
agencies that have worked so hard to reach 
a population often called an “invisible 
minority.” More important, however, it 
does a disservice to the students who use 
the program. If anything, we should cele¬ 
brate the lives that a program such as 
Support Services has saved. This in no 
way diminishes our sorrow and anger that 
there still is one young person who did not 
get the help he needed in time. 

Support Services’ very existence is due 
in large part to the vigilance of the les- 
bian/gay community; we welcome ongo¬ 
ing support and suggestions from that 
same community. ▼

As a victim of the SFPD and ABC raid and 
police riot at the Visual Aid New Year’s Eve bene¬ 
fit event at 938 Harrison, I would like to respond to 
Eric Llaneza’s letter, “Party Puzzler” ( B.A.R., 2/1). 

Eric wonders why we should believe no alcohol 
was present at the event. This was because 
Terrance Alan, the host of the event, was in com¬ 
munication with Sergeant Shay of the SFPD, who 
told Terrance there would be no problems if alco¬ 
hol was not served and no mandatory cover charge 
was collected. Because of Terrance’s desire to hold 
a successful benefit for Visual Aid, which had pre¬ 
viously assisted Terrance’s artist lover before he 
died of AIDS, Terrance made sure no alcohol was 
sold and instead provided smart drinks like spiruli- 
na, Odwalla juices, and soft drinks, while person¬ 
ally working the door to prevent to the best of his 
ability anyone bringing alcohol onto the premises. 

I would also like to point out this was not just a 
party, or as Dennis Conkin referred to it, “a rave.” 
This AIDS fundraiser was a political and spiritual 
event for a segment of the gay community which 
included a large number of Radical Faeries. An 
altar which among other things commemorated 
members of our community who have died of 
AIDS was present, and the event also represented 
the political struggles of this segment of our com¬ 
munity in fighting AIDS and homophobic oppres¬ 
sion. 

Finally I would like to commend the B.A.R. for 
its mostly excellent and comprehensive reporting 
of this police riot where SFPD and state ABC 
agents, without giving any warning to disperse, 
burst into a peaceful private event while not wear¬ 
ing their badges, beat people, arrested people on 
trumped up charges which were later dropped, 
stole and damaged equipment, robbed approxi¬ 
mately $4,000 from guests and the event itself, and 
used homophobic slurs like “AIDS-infested fag¬ 
gots and freaks.” 

A long history of abuse of our community by 
the SFPD and ABC has been and continues to be 
documented by the B.A.R. These attacks are on our 
lives and our community, not just against a ‘party’!

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I am writing in regards to PAWS [Pets Are 
Wonderful Support]. After nine months of being 
on their “waiting list” I wrote a letter to the board 
of directors of PAWS. What I got was a slap in the 
face for all persons living with AIDS. 

In the letter I received from Hilary Yoffe-Sharp, 
a member of the PAWS board of directors, she 
said, “PAWS currently has a waiting list of more 
than 200 people.” 

Then, in reference to the former Shanti House at 
1594 Market, where new tenants automatically get 
services, she said, “I agree that the services may 
seem unfair to nonresidents who are waiting for 
services. I can only say that PAWS has had a long 
relationship with the house and considers the 
entire residence, not just the individuals living 
there, a client. Those who move into the house are 
immediately provided with the services we offer to 
the house.”

A fundraiser 
that places client services LAST. 

An AIDS service that freely provides services to 
people that live in one building and denies those 
who have cheap rent elsewhere— this is ludicrous. 

Fundraiser for a database while 200 people are 
waiting for service— please. 

I would hope that the community would pres¬ 
sure PAWS to get their act together or the commu¬ 
nity will not financially support them.

Thank you for the forum your paper has provid¬ 
ed regarding the tobacco smoking issue. There is 
one perspective that has been missing in this 
debate, and I would like to address that by using 
three examples. 

In the first example, I have known graduates of 
culinary schools who obviously knew how impor¬ 
tant it was for one to use the highest quality and 
freshest ingredients in their cooking and baking. 
However, I have seen the same culinary school 
people eating the worst of junk food (Twinkies, for 
example.) 

In the second example, many of the people in 
my gym have never sought the advice of our train¬ 
er, and they constantly do their workouts incor¬ 
rectly, in part by lifting far too much weight at a 
time, therefore doing permanent damage to their 
bodies. Some of these same people light up their 
cigarettes upon leaving the gym. 

For my third example, on occasion I have 
worked with fairly enlightened people painting 
their house. I alerted them to the hazards of work¬ 
ing with lead paint, and they referred to me as 
“extreme” and dismissed my concern. 

I gave some thought to these contradictions 
within people and the possible reason for their apa¬ 
thy. The one factor that all the people in the above 
situations had in common, was that they were all 
tobacco smokers. I have seen the most intelligent 
of health consciousness from people, and then on 
another occasion, see these same people make a 
180 degree turn in their judgment. When I pointed 
out the inconsistency in their thinking, my com¬ 
ments were pooh poohed, and these people would 
go light a cigarette. 

It took years for me to conclude that, at least 
from my experience, smokers don’t give a damn 
about their bodies, so most smokers obviously 
don’t have consideration for others either. Smokers 
take the cop-out approach, “Well, I’m going to die 
of something.” Yes, we all will die of something, 
and it may well be some drug addict’s second-hand 
smoke which causes our death.

I believe that those in our community whose 
immune systems are under stress should be aware 
of the hazards they are being exposed to when they 
use anything that puts out a 60 herz EMF field.

I would also suggest that a study be made of the 
lifestyles and habits of the many HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple who are not dying but are leading healthy and 
productive lives. It could be that there are stressors 
(like EMF fields) which are the cause of the attack 
on the immune system of HIV-infected persons. 

Maybe the equation is HIV + stressor = AIDS 
and not HIV = AIDS. We owe it to ourselves, those 
who have died, and those who will die to ferret out 
the facts, independent of the vested interests who 
are making money from the community and pub¬ 
lic. 

In any event I do not think it wise to further 
stress a weakened immune system, nor is it 
humane or conscionable to withhold information 
that might save lives.

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A Little B&D in ’96? 


hen former Vice 
President Dan 
Quayle abruptly 
took himself out of 
the 1996 presidential sweep- 
stakes last week, the political 
stock of Republican Senate 
Majority Leader Bob Dole went 
through the Capitol Dome. Most 
polls, including the respected 
USA Today/CNN/Ga\\ up Poll, 
already had Dole ahead in the 
race for the GOP nomination, but

Quayle’s withdrawal clearly 
makes him President Clinton’s 
primary adversary. 

Current polls taken among 
Republicans likely to be dele¬ 
gates at the 1996 San Diego GOP 
convention show the Kansas sen¬ 
ator picking up as much as 45 
percent of Quayle’s former sup¬ 
porters. However, other GOP 
candidates, who, like Dole, are 
also well-financed, are starting to 
emerge: Sen. Phil Gramm of 
Texas, former Tennessee Gov. 
Lamar Alexander (who reported¬ 
ly has already quietly raised sev¬ 
eral million dollars), numerous 
GOP governors and maybe even 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich. 

In addition to these possibili¬ 
ties, more and more Republicans 
are looking very seriously at 
California’s Pete Wilson. For the 
most part, Wilson, whose state 
sends the largest delegation to 
the convention, is still coyly 
playing his cards close to his 
chest. 

I do agree with those who say 
that our governor will be a major 
player in choosing a Republican 
nominee, and I also think that 
long before the GOP Convention 
opens, Wilson will have at least 
become an “unofficial” candi¬ 
date, leaving open the likelihood 
of a real candidacy if Dole or one 
of the other front-runners stum¬ 
bles. 

Robert Dole, now 71, would 
be one of the oldest presidents in 
this century to hold office 
(Eisenhower was 73 when he left 
office), but even so, he is defi¬ 
nitely the one most likely - at 
least at the moment - to unseat 
the much younger Clinton. One 
item in Dole’s favor is his WWII 
service, which left him with a 
permanently shattered right arm. 
That and Clinton’s not serving in 
Vietnam will certainly be an 
issue in any Dole-Clinton con¬ 
test. 

In fact, the majority leader 
spread the word this week that he 
will formally announce his run 
for the White House on April 14. 
Why April 14, you ask? Well, 
that date marks the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of when then Lt. Dole, lead¬ 
ing a platoon, got hit and became 


disabled. As someone recently 
pointed out, the senator should 
probably be advised that April 14 
marks another anniversary: on 
that day in 1912 a ship called the 
Titanic ran into some ice prob¬ 
lems. 

Of course, that homophobic 
darling of the so-called Christian 
right, Pat Buchanan, is thinking 
of yet another run; he is reported¬ 
ly set to leave CNN’s Crossfire to 
plan his campaign. And no doubt 
there will be other GOP con¬ 
tenders before the nation’s first 
presidential primary next year, 
but let’s see how this prediction 
plays out in San Diego: Bob Dole 
for president with Massachusetts 
Governor William Weld for vice

president. With that duo up 
against Bill Clinton and A1 Gore, 
we could have quite a race. 

Poll fever 

Political junkies (like myself) 
are always watching the polls, 
and this week’s USA 
rODAT/CNN/Gallup Poll shows 
President Clinton’s job approval 
rating up two points (47 to 49 
percent) from a few weeks ago. 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich’s 
popularity is, by contrast, on a 
downward spiral: his job 
approval fell one point (to 38 per¬ 
cent), while his disapproval rat¬ 
ing jumped 13 points. 

A day after Dan Quayle, their 
favorite presidential candidate, 
took himself out of the 1996 
race, the head of the Christian 
Coalition quickly warned other 
Republican hopefuls that reli¬ 
gious conservatives would not 
support their ticket unless both 
the presidential and the vice- 
presidential nominees openly 
opposed abortion rights. Other 
than ultra-conservatives Phil 
Gramm and Pat Buchanan, most 
of the other GOPers pretty much 
brushed off the threats of the 
Christian crazies. 


Political writers covering the 
Sacramento scene are still 
buzzing over how silly the 
Assembly wound up looking 
after being paralyzed for two 
months by the ugly battle for 
speaker. The state Senate, con¬ 
versely, was an island of calm 
and steadiness under the leader¬ 
ship of Senate President Pro Tern 
Bill Lockyer (D-Hayward) and 
GOP Senate Majority Leader 
Ken Maddy. 

Assemblywoman Sheila 
Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), the 
only openly homosexual member 
of the Assembly, could very pos¬ 
sibly have some company after 
next year’s elections. Supervisor 
Carole Migden is thought to have 
an excellent chance of winning 
Willie Brown’s current seat. 

And in a San Jose area seat 
where veteran Assemblyman 
Dom Cortese will be retiring, a 
popular gay rights activist, Ken 
Yeager, currently a San Jose- 
Evergreen Community College 
trustee, is a strong candidate. 
U.S. Rep. Zoe Lofgren, 
Assemblyman John Vasconcellos 
and former state Senator Dan 
McCorquodale all attended a 
recent Yeager fundraiser. Many 
in the South Bay are claiming 
that Yeager will be the guy to 
beat in the March Demo primary. 

Renowned poet Allen 
Ginsberg was spotted browsing 
in Castro Street bookstores and 
in a couple of local bars with 
friends this past weekend. 

A number of big-name 
Washington Democrats are 
expected to address the 
California Democratic Party’s 
annual convention in 
Sacramento, which, incidentally, 
has been rescheduled to April 7- 
9. 

That’s What Friends Are For: 
President Clinton’s fund to 
defend himself against legal 
problems (that Paula Jones just 
won’t go away) has passed 
$600,000, including $1,000 con¬ 
tributions from the likes of 
Barbra Streisand, Jimmy Carter 
and hair-care magnate Vidal 
Sassoon. 

The LA Times reports that Lt. 
Governor Gray Davis and 
Attorney General Dan Lungren 
are “already pinning down sup¬ 
porters for the 1998 gubernatori¬ 
al race.”

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No News Is Good News

B t was 11 p.m. and I - 
equipped with a tall glass 
of room-temperature-cool 
water, the remote control 
and a cigarette - turned on the 
TV. A show was ending. The 
last few credits flashed by as 
the music drew to a close and 
the producers’ logo appeared 
accompanied by another catchy 
tune. 

Then there was some dra¬ 
matic music followed by 
splashy computer graphics and 
smooth, practiced voices. I 
don’t know if my mood 
changed or if I just suddenly 
became aware of it, when I 
heard my voice exclaiming, 
“This is the fucking news?!” 

I lit a cigarette and rocked 
back and forth on the edge of 
the couch, legs spread and eyes 
staring at the glowing box, hav¬ 
ing just come to the realization 
that in this era of reality-based 
docudramas and retro-every- 
thing. The News has become 
just another television program. 

The first ten minutes were, of 
course, about the O.J. trial, cover¬ 
age of which I have been actively 
avoiding. Between the actual O.J. 
news story and the commercial 
clips of the O.J. news story dur¬ 
ing the breaks, I saw Nicole 
Brown Simpson’s look-alike sis¬ 
ter Denise break down on the 
stand three or four times. 

This case is important in 
stopping domestic violence, 
people tell me. How? The same 
way that the Rodney King case 
solved police brutality? 

People are hooked on this 
thing like they are on soap 
operas, like junkies. There are 
wars being waged under our 
very noses, as well as in other 


states and nations of the world. 
Where’s the news about that? 

The president offers his ser¬ 
vices to help end the baseball 
strike, but tells us that his hands 
are tied when other issues - like 
what’s happening in Chiapas - 
are staring him in the face. 
Wherever is this country head¬ 
ed? Certainly not in a positive 
direction from the looks of 
things, although Glenn Close 
and Judy Davis did get to kiss 
in prime time. Kudos to NBC. 

Even my 88-year-old grand¬ 
mother, who forgets if I’m 
graduating from high school or 
college, maintains that the Gulf 
War was a diversionary tactic to 
draw attention away from the 
evil culprits of the Savings and 
Loan debacle. (Who, by the

way, would have fallen under 
the three strikes rule had they 
been in California today. Oh, 
wait. I forgot. They’re rich. 
Never mind.) 

News break 

I mentioned this realization 
about the news being just 
another TV show to a friend 
over dinner. (This friend is fol¬ 
lowing the O.J. trial.) “Oh my 
god!” she blurted. “That’s so 
true. I turned on the TV to 
watch the trial today and the 
news was on, but then all of a 
sudden, this guy broke in and 
said,” she drew her chin into her 
chest and quoted in a deep, seri¬ 
ous monotone, “‘We interrupt 
this program to return to the 
O.J. Simpson trial already in 
progress.’” Then she lit a ciga¬ 


rette and poured some more 
wine while we both shook our 
heads in not quite disbelief but, 
perhaps, disappointment. 

We are becoming callous to 
human suffering to the point 
where we are blind to blatant 
injustices that greed and hatred 
can engender. Many of us step 
over homeless people, literally 
and figuratively, on a daily 
basis as we go to work, school, 
shopping, dinner, etc. without 
even a second thought. 

Growing up black and 
female in a family that was 
rapidly achieving the American 
dream of moving, as a result of 
hard work, from poverty to the 
middle class, my life became 
removed from the desperation 
of poverty and the degree of 
racism in poverty, with the 
exception of the occasional 
cousin or uncle who would 
show up on our doorstep with 
nowhere to go. The news didn’t 
mean very much to me then, 
and the school I attended didn’t 
teach very much about these 
social ills, except that the meek 
and poor and humble shall 
inherit the earth. 

However, I was somehow 
able to slip through the cracks 
of the Midwestern middle class, 
along with a few others, and 
figure out that the poor’s inher¬ 
itance had already been pil¬ 
fered. How to change things so 
that the crack that leads to real¬ 
ity becomes a gaping hole. I’m 
not sure. But I do know that it’s 
not by watching the news and 
thinking I’m informed, or by 
being sucked into the latest 
national soap opera, or by being 
placated by the latest movie 
Hollywood has thrown together 
to appease its current target 
audience. ▼

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Fundie Cries Funding Crunch

Oral Roberts she isn’t. But 
Beverly LaHaye, president of 
the right-wing lobbying group 
Concerned Women for America, 
says that unless members send 
her over half a million dollars in 
the next week, she’ll have to 
severely curtail her efforts. 

In her most recent mass¬ 
mailing, LaHaye called her 
financial situation “bleak” and 
said the organization was at a 
“crisis point.” 

“By Friday, February 17” 
she wrote, “CWA must receive 
at least $563,300 in member 
contributions. Otherwise, I’ll be 
forced to cut key programs and 
staff positions. What a blow!” 

CWA is a massive, grassroots 
organization representing what 
it calls “women who feel alien¬ 
ated by feminists.” With 
600,000 members nationwide, it 
is a powerful conservative voice 
in Washington and stands 
against “left-wing special inter¬ 
est groups,” including the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force and the National 
Organization for Women. 

“CWA’s financial picture is 
the most disastrous I’ve had to 
deal with in many years,” wrote 
LaHaye. “Ever since the elec¬ 
tions, I’ve shared with you the 
downturn in member gifts we’ve 
been experiencing. ...It’s painful 
for me to think of scaling back 
... but if I don’t receive your gift 
by mid-February, I’ll make the 
hard decision.” 


But if LaHaye’s tone in the 
letter was desperate, those 
inside CWA don’t seem too con¬ 
cerned. LaHaye’s press secre¬ 
tary was unaware of any finan¬ 
cial troubles or possible cut¬ 
backs. She told the Bay Area 
Reporter that CWA remains 
strong - and is gearing up to 
fight the Foster nomination for 
Surgeon General and against the 
United Nations treaty guaran¬ 
teeing the rights of children. 


Also on CWA’s agenda, 
according to LaHaye’s letter: 
“The Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force is mobilizing homosexu¬ 
als nationwide by warning them 
that the survival of their special 
rights agenda depends on the 
strength of their organizational 
capacity to pressure Congress. 

“Now,” LaHaye wrote, “you 
and I must stand our ground. We 
must fight the left with every¬ 
thing we’ve got.” ▼

Tsenin said the political cli¬ 
mate in the United States reminds 
her of an argument she had with 
her father about his Russian 
homeland. Tsenin herself was 
born in mainland China and 
moved with her family to San 
Francisco with the ascension of 
Mao Tse Tung. Her father insisted 
that Russia had a beautifully writ¬ 
ten Constitution filled with indi¬ 
vidual guarantees. “But the laws 
are what are throwing everybody 
into jail and what made it such a 
horrible country,” she said. “And 
my fear is that the same thing is 
going to happen in America. 
We’re going to have a very beau¬ 
tifully written Constitution, but 
with the way the laws are 
enforced, all these rights are 
going to dissolve. I think it’s 
appalling.” 

Tsenin admits that she has 
been in denial since last 
November’s election, but reality 
is setting in. ‘To get rid of affir¬ 
mative action is to pretend there 
isn’t discrimination anymore. I 
mean, wake up! I’m real worried 
about that. Women still earn 75 
cents on the dollar, and there’s 
still a glass ceiling, and it’s the 
same with blacks and Asians and 
all the other non-whites,” she told 
the B.A.R. 

Tsenin said that the biggest 
impact of the new political cli¬ 
mate will be fiscal. “I think we’re 
going to see a whole lot of money 
being taken away from research 
and programs that help people. 
The other thing is crime: people 
are so upset about crime, and yet 
they’re putting the money into 
jails when it’s so much cheaper to 
put it into preventive programs,” 
she said. 

Another frightening develop¬ 
ment to Tsenin is the increasingly 
sleazy marriage of technology 
and invasion of privacy. She said 
she recently threw away free soft¬ 
ware someone sent her, which 


would allow her to find any per¬ 
son’s address on her personal 
computer - and that was just for 
starters. 

“I could find out their assets, I 
could find out whether or not they 
own their house, how much they 
paid for it, all this stuff!” 

What can any of us do? “I think 
we have to try to not ignore things. 
It takes a lot of work to participate 
in a democracy. You have to read, 
you have to be informed, you have 
to write letters to your elected offi¬ 
cials.” 

And in the age of god-awful, 
hate mongering radio talk shows, 
Tsenin said more progressives 
should call talk shows at least as 
often as conservatives. 


Lesbian in the court 

Tsenin said that being a les¬ 
bian cannot help but encourage a 
broader range of politics to the 
courts. “I don’t think people 
should vote for me simply 
because I am a lesbian,” she said. 
“But I think there are a lot of 
issues where a gay perspective is 
necessary and is very helpful on 
the bench.” 

And so is a woman’s perspec¬ 
tive. “My being a lesbian is very 
tied into my being a feminist,” she 
told the B.A.R. “I came out 
through the women’s movement.” 

While Tsenin’s credentials in 
the women’s movement are fairly 
long, she has put in her time in the 
court system. “I’ve practiced law 
for many years and I’m also a 
judge pro tern and arbitrator in 
both the municipal court and the 
superior court,” she said. “Most 
of my clients are what I call ordi¬ 
nary folk, out in the avenues, and 
they don’t have a lot of money. 
Their problems in litigation are 
different from corporations, com¬ 
panies, and the government.” 

Tsenin said that as a judge she 
would advocate changes such as 
holding small claims court on 
Saturday in community centers, to 
bring the legal system in line with 
working people. ▼

Fourth Gay Immigrant 
Granted Asylum

“Give me your tired, your poor. 

Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free, 

The wretched refuse of your teeming shore. 

Send these, the homeless, tempest-tossed to me: 

/ lift my lamp beside the golden door.”

There are signs that Miss Liberty still means 
what she says. 

San Francisco attorney Robert B. Jobe told the 
Bay Area Reporter he sees his Tuesday, February 7 
victory in an asylum case on behalf of a 
Nicaraguan gay man as part of a refreshing nation¬ 
al trend, and not just a personal triumph. 

His client, he said, was the fourth person grant¬ 
ed asylum on the basis of sexual orientation since 
Attorney General Janet Reno’s June ruling that 
gays and lesbians who face persecution in their 
homelands can qualify for asylum in the United 
States. 

Jobe said the three earlier cases that resulted in 
similar favorable results involved gays or lesbians 
facing persecution in Turkey, Brazil, and Mexico, 
where a gay man had been arrested and raped by 
police. Those cases are, of course, merely the tip of 
the iceberg. 

“In Iran,” Jobe reminded the B.A.R., “sexual 
acts between members of the same sex are punish¬ 
able by death.” 

To gain asylum, Jobe’s client, who prefers to 
maintain a low profile, had to prove that the 
Nicaraguan government would be unwilling or 
Unable to protect him from anti-gay persecution. 

There was little problem proving that. 

Less than three years ago, Nicaragua’s National 
Assembly passed Central America’s most expan¬ 
sive anti-gay legislation. Under Article 20 of the 
Nicaraguan Penal Code, passed in June, 1992, 

“Anyone who induces, promotes, propagandizes, 
or practices in scandalous form of sexual inter¬ 
course between persons of the same sex” is guilty 
of a crime punishable by one to three years impris¬ 
onment. 

Right-wing Nicaraguan President Violeta 
Chamorro signed the law that July. 

“Amnesty International is monitoring the law’s 



implementation,” Jobe said, “as it fears the law 
may be used to prosecute lesbians and gay men for 
sexual relations in private, [or] individuals for pub¬ 
licly advocating lesbian and gay rights.” The 
Nicaraguan Supreme Court upheld the law’s con¬ 
stitutionality a year ago. 

Jobe’s client - identified as “Mr. C” - endured 
discrimination, including verbal harassment, fami¬ 
ly rejection, and social isolation on the basis of his 
sexual orientation every day of his life in 
Nicaragua. He was the victim of extreme anti-gay 
persecution, and was arrested and detained by the 
police for talking with a gay friend. During his 
detention, Mr. C was subjected to insults, slurs, 
and mockery by the police and threats of rape by 
other prisoners. 

When released, police warned they would arrest 
him again if he ever displayed his homosexuality 
in public. Another time, Mr. C. was attacked and 
brutally beaten by a group of Nicaraguan men. 
Although the incident took place in public, none of 
the witnesses attempted to stop his attackers and 
no one came to his aid afterwards. 

The Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(INS) granted Mr. C asylum on the grounds that he 
would suffer persecution for being gay if he 
returned to his country. He may stay - but there are 
no guarantees he will not suffer persecution for 
being gay in this country. ▼

A free legal clinic, providing private, individual, and confi¬ 
dential consultations between gays and lesbians and qualified 
immigration lawyers, will take place from noon to 4 p.m. this 
Saturday, February 18 at the International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission offices, located on the second floor 
of 1360 Mission Street. 

The clinic is sponsored by the San Francisco Lesbian and 
Gay Immigration Rights Task Force, a new chapter of the 
national group. It is seeking to address the concerns of gays 
and lesbians and committed partners who were born outside 
the U.S., which were made more complicated by passage of 
California’s Proposition 187 last November. 

Lawyers participating in the clinic are sensitive to and aware 
of gay and lesbian immigration issues, organizers told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Advance reservations are strongly recommended, but con¬ 
sultations for walk-ins will be made available on a first-come, 
first-served basis. People interested may make reservations by 
using real names, pseudonyms, or number.

In San Francisco, the Task Force acts as a resource 
for members on current immigration issues, such as the Visa 
Lottery and Proposition 187, and through services such as this 
free legal clinic. ▼

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MTV’s Queer Beat

MTV News continues to outpace other national outlets in its 
coverage of the queer beat. The February 2 broadcast featured 
a segment on Queer Punk, “a new breed of proudly gay punk 
bands making a big noise these days” The segment highlighted 
the music of such groups as Pansy Division, Chainsaw Kittens, 
and Fifth Column (an ail-lesbian band). 

The segment included Interviews with members of Pansy 
Division and Green Day, as well as commentary from a writer for 
Interview magazine. According to Ray Rogers of Interview , 
“Queer Punk is just a general term, but it is basically out queer 
people making music that they love, for themselves, for the queer 
audience - singing about their issues, what’s important to them. 
They are like, ‘right on, we’re queer, we’re out there, we rock.’” 

Referring to the San Francisco-based band Pansy Division, 
the lead singer for Green Day - Billie Joe - added: “They are 
just out there spewing homosexuality, and I think it’s great. You 
know, I think they are the future of what’s going to happen to 
rock n’ roll music.” The MTV announcer pointed out that, most 
importantly, “the music will reach young audiences gay and 
straight” 

The segment also included concert footage of Pansy 
Division. The boys in the band sang “Fem in a Black Leather 
Jacket” to a large crowd, as the lyrics to the tune scrolled 
beneath them: “With his long, long hair and pouty lips/eute lit¬ 
tle butt and sexy hips/The way he moves has me inspired/he’s 
the boy that I require.*’

CD or not CD? 

“Who Built America?” is an award-winning history CD- 
ROM developed by the Voyager company and the American 
Social History Project at Hunter College in New York. Until 
recently, Apple donated the multimedia package to public 
schools as part of the company’s free software program. 
However, homophobic complaints about the CD have apparent¬ 
ly led Apple to discontinue distribution. 

According to the Wall Street Journal (2/10/95), “Who Built 
America?” has drawn complaints from some school districts 
because of its treatment of such topics as homosexuality, birth 
control, and abortion. One critic quoted by the Journal describes 
the CD as “a politically-correct, left-wing version of American 
history that has understandably met with some opposition.” 

Among the “objectionable” material contained in the CD is 
an 1882 letter from a gay German immigrant explaining how he 
fled to America after being arrested for a homosexual relation¬ 
ship. The disc also contains a 1901 New York Times account of a 
transgendered Tammany Hall leader. For 25 years, Murray Hall 
- a woman - masqueraded as a man and was married twice. 

After failing to get Voyager to delete the controversial sec¬ 
tions of the CD, Apple announced that it would discontinue 
shipments of the disc to public schools. 

That decision is hardly in keeping with Apple’s own pro¬ 
gressive history. The company has aggressively supported ben¬ 
efits for same-sex domestic partners, and has also utilized les¬ 
bian super-jock Martina Navratilova in ad campaigns.

For Art’s Sake 

The California Curriculum Commission is currently revising 
the Visual and Performing Arts Framework, which will set 
guidelines for the textbooks used in public schools, grades K-12. 
The Framework covers dance, music, theater, and visual arts. 

The current Visual and Performing Arts Framework artfully 
dodges lesbian, gay, and bisexual references. Although it 
specifically mentions such artists as Alvin Ailey, Langston 
Hughes, and Freida Kahlo, no mention is made of their gay or 
bisexual identities. In fact, the current Framework ignores queer 
art altogether. 

The Framework’s heterosexism is as repugnant as it is iron¬ 
ic, since the Curriculum Commission specifically asserts that 
art is a way for students to learn about cultural diversity. 

Urge the Commission to rework this closeted cur- 
riculum.

T hirty years ago suburban 
malls changed the way 
Americans shop, and now we 
take their convenience and 
efficiency for granted. The Life 
Center may soon do the same for San 
Francisco’s AIDS services, as a sort 
of Castro mini-mall of HIV-related 
information and assistance. Or, more 
accurately, as two mini-malls - but 
one at a time. 


From April of this year, the 
Life Center will be lodged at 
400 Castro, the old Bank of 
America building on the corner 
of Market, but only temporarily. 
Its permanent home hasn’t even 
been built yet: it’s set to break 
ground on March 16, at the 
southern intersection of Market, 
Noe, and 16th streets. 

When that building opens on 
the current site of the Life 
Garden, at 2299 Market Street, 
the center will provide 14,000 
square feet for HIV service 
providers. Clients will find

everything from education and 
prevention to testing and coun¬ 
seling, all under one roof. 

Its location in the heart of the 
Castro will help define its mis¬ 
sion, Ira Glasser, the Life 
Center’s development director, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
While it will be open to every¬ 
one, by positioning itself in the 
Castro - queer ground zero - its 
primary client base will be gay 
men. 

According to Glasser, the 
neighborhood has long needed a 
center for HIV services. With so 
many of the city’s people with 
AIDS in or near the Castro, the 
center will help make life easier 
for those HIV-positive residents: 
instead of running from neigh¬ 
borhood to neighborhood for 
care, clients can find everything 
they need in one place. 

Consolidation will also allow 
clients to get information from 
agencies of which they might 
not otherwise have heard, and 
facilitate service providers from 
different agencies working 
together on a daily basis. 

“It’s an evolution of the San 
Francisco model,” said Glasser. 
“It’s user-friendly.” 

The San Francisco model 
stresses accessibility and diver¬ 
sity. Not surprisingly, these 
goals are often at odds with con¬ 
solidation. By putting a number 
of agencies in one building, 
there are fewer points in the city 
where clients can enter the ser¬ 
vice network. A consolidated 
service center would have to 
work double time to draw 
clients and remain accessible. 

Consolidation also raises 
issues of race, sexual orienta¬ 
tion, and gender. A female intra¬ 
venous drug user from the 
Tenderloin might feel uncom¬ 
fortable in a center that serves 
primarily white gay men. 

But Glasser says the answer 
lies in diversity. While the Life 
Center will plant a number of 
agencies in one spot, it will not 
try to dominate HIV services in 
the city. He says the center is 
simply one of many ways that 
service can be provided in the 
San Francisco. 

And if all goes well, he envi¬ 
sions other projects like the Life 
Center all around the city. 

Five years off planning 

The project began in 1990, 
when the Trinity United 
Methodist Church offered to 
donate the Life Garden land for 
an HIV center. The church cre¬ 
ated a non-profit agency, the 
Life Center, to raise private and 
public funds for construction, to 
hire an architect, and to develop 
a lease. Loans, grants, and pri¬ 
vate contributions financed the 
Center’s work. 

In eighteen months, when the 
building is complete, the Life 
Center staff will continue to 
support the center’s endowment 
and attempt to provide the space 
rent-free, but will be only nomi¬ 
nally involved in running the 
center. 

It chose the AIDS Health 
Project, an agency of the 
University of California at San 
Francisco, to maintain the facil¬ 
ity on a long-term basis. AHP 


will choose the tenants, oversee 
the internal structure, and main¬ 
tain the level of care. 

‘The Life Center’s charge is 
to get this building going. Then 
we take over,” Joanna Rinaldi, 
deputy director of AHP, told the 
B.A.R. “We’ll be the anchor.” 

Rinaldi said that the tenant 
list is not yet final, but AHP will 
draw from a diverse pool of pre¬ 
existing agencies in order to 
represent the communities 
affected by AIDS. 

The AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel might have an office to 
advise clients of their legal 
rights, while next door Project 
Open Hand could register 
clients for food delivery. 

At least two clients are for 
sure: Under One Roof, a gift 


shop that donates its profits to 
AIDS organizations, will use 
over 2,300 square feet of space, 
and Walgreens Pharmacy, the 
Center’s only commercial ten¬ 
ant, will operate on the ground 
floor in nearly 3,000 square feet. 

Until the building at Market 
and Noe is ready, the Life 
Center and AHP will be housed 
in a temporary location a block 
uptown, at 400 Castro. The ser¬ 
vices offered there will not be as 
extensive, but the site will offer 
centralized intake into the HIV 
service network, and Rinaldi 
sees it as something of testing 
ground. “We don’t have the 
space to have a dedicated crew 
of people there,” she said. But 
“we can get a sense of invento¬ 
ries and assessments.” T

Response (and Lack of Response) 
To Clinton’s Newest AIDS Budget

AIDS and gay activists gave polite applause to 
President Clinton’s proposed increase of 5.1 per¬ 
cent in AIDS funding for fiscal year 1996. It was a 
warmer reception than the community had given 
him a year earlier when, ironically enough, he had 
proposed a slightly greater percentage increase in 
total spending. 

The reaction was an attempt at “positive rein¬ 
forcement” according to one lobbyist who wishes 
to remain anonymous. “He [Clinton] does so little 
positive that we felt like we should encourage this.” 

That tone was reflected in a statement released 
by the Gay Men’s Health Crisis in New York: 
“Although these proposed increases fail to keep 
pace with the growth of the epidemic, they 
nonetheless recognize the unique dangers posed by 
AIDS.” 

“The problem is, it’s not really a budget, it’s not 
even talking points,” the lobbyist continued. “I 
talked with the House Appropriations principle 
two days after it came out. It was like, ‘Are you 
guys going to take a look at this?’ ‘No.’ [Ohio 
Republican John] Kasich is writing the budget, 
they are all working on it.” He has no “read” on 
how it is going to come out. 

But even before funding must come reauthoriza¬ 
tion of the Ryan White Care Act, the principle vehi¬ 
cle for federal dollars for treatment and care. The 
Senate will lead on this one. Most lobbyists believe 
it the more sympathetic of the two chambers. 

Nancy Kassebaum (R-Kansas) now chairs the 
key Education and Labor committee, last year 
headed up by gay ally Ted Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts). She “has committed herself to 
reauthorizing the Act,” said Cornelius Baker, pub¬ 
lic policy director foi the National Association of 
People With AIDS (NAPWA). And she is moving 
quickly toward implementation. 

A briefing by AIDS lobbyists on Thursday, 
February 9 drew representatives from about forty 


Senate offices. Hearings are scheduled on Ryan 
White for Wednesday, February 22. Kassebaum 
plans to mark up a bill in March and send it to the 
House for consideration. 

“But there is no guarantee that we will be able 
to get it through the House in a timely manner,” 
Baker said. 

Thomas Bliley (R-Virginia) chairs the renamed 
House Committee on Commerce, which has juris¬ 
diction over this legislation. He has been support¬ 
ive of AIDS issues in the 
past and will likely remain 
so. However, he has stated 
that the committee will 
concentrate on provisions 
of the Contract with 
America during the first 
one hundred days of the 
session and turn to other 
matters, including reautho¬ 
rization of Ryan White, 
only after that. 

AIDS czar Patsy Fleming 
and Health and Human 
Services Secretary Donna 
Shalala continue to pub¬ 
licly say that AIDS is not a 
partisan issue and foresee no big battle in Congress 
over funding. That perspective is reflected by 
AIDS lobbyists and by Rich Tafel, executive direc¬ 
tor of the partisan national organization Log Cabin 
Republicans. 

“If Ryan White becomes a partisan issue, every¬ 
one loses,” Tafel told the Capitol Area Log Cabin 
Club on February 13. He sees his role not as an 
expert on AIDS but as “a liaison or bridge to help 
get those experts into meetings,” and “to help 
translate the message into language that 
Republicans understand.” He cited the work they 
have done in mobilizing Republican governors and 
big city mayors in support of reauthorization of 
Ryan White. T

Pentagon Snit 
On AIDS Spending 


by Bob Roehr 

WASHINGTON - The 
Pentagon tried to slash current 
research spending on AIDS 
($30 million) and breast cancer 
($150 million), justified as 
economy moves not central to 
their “mission” of battlefield 
medicine. The programs have 
never been popular with the mil¬ 
itary brass, but have had strong 
support on Capitol Hill. 

The work has been funneled 
through the affiliated Henry M. 
Jackson Foundation, which 
coordinates and funds much of 
the medical research within the 
armed services. 

Researchers had already 
stopped accepting new patients 
into programs and were told to 


expect layoffs, according to a 
story in the February 10 edition 
of the Washington Post. 

That news brought a strong 
rebuke from White House Chief 
of Staff Leon E. Panetta. He 
fired off a letter to Defense 
Secretary William J. Perry, say¬ 
ing, “The President believes 
that research to combat these 
deadly diseases is vitally 
important to all Americans, and 
it is of special significance to 
him.” 

The $9.6 million the 
President requested in his bud¬ 
get for AIDS research within the 
military is less than the 
Pentagon asked for last year, 
and is, in fact, less than it has 
received in every year since 
1988. T

Making Water Safe From Crypto Contamination

California Representatives 
George Miller and Henry 
Waxman are accusing the GOP 
of waging an indirect, but poten¬ 
tially lethal, attack on laws 
designed to protect the environ¬ 
ment and public safety. Miller, 
ranking Democrat and former 
chairman of the House Natural 
Resources Committee, and 
Waxman, a current member and 
former chairman of the health 
and environment subcommittee 
of the House Energy and 
Commerce Committee, met 
with the press Friday, February 
10 to publicize Republican pro¬ 
posals to halt some current gov¬ 
ernment regulations and sharply 
curtail others. 

The GOP proposals are part 
of the Contract With America, a 
package of 1994 campaign 
promises calling for “the end of 
government that is too big, too 
intrusive.” Republicans describe 
those measures as an effort to 
restore efficiency to government 
and eliminate excessive regula¬ 
tion that, by some estimates, are 
expected to cost business $660 
billion a year by 2000. 

Miller said he sees some¬ 
thing more troubling. “I think 
what is starting to unfold here ... 
is the assault we’re witnessing 
on the fundamental environ¬ 
mental laws of this nation,” he 
said. “The intent is very clear, 
very hard driven, and very well 
funded.” 

Miller and Waxman said the 
first proposal, offered in the 
House in early January, would 
stall most regulations requiring 
testing for parasites in drinking 
water. That will deal a blow to 
those who had hoped for stricter 
federal guidelines, chiefly peo¬ 
ple with immune dysfunction 
who fear Cryptosporidium, a 
single-celled shelled parasite 
that can be transmitted through 
contact with animals or other 
humans, or through contaminat¬ 
ed community water sources. 

Cryptosporidium has long 
plagued people worldwide, 
causing stomach cramps, diar¬ 
rhea, nausea, and vomiting in 
most otherwise healthy people. 
But to people with AIDS or 
other immune-compromising 
illnesses, the parasite can be 
deadly. In a 1993 Milwaukee 
Cryptosporidium outbreak, for 
example, 43 of the 46 people 
who died from drinking contam¬ 
inated water were people with 
AIDS. 

That outbreak prompted a 
three-part series on NBC’s 
Dateline last fall, alerting the 
nation to the danger of cryp- 
tosporidium-infested drinking 
water in major U. S. cities, 
including, the program reported, 
San Francisco. 

According to information 
provided to the Bay Area 
Reporter by the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health, no 
effective therapy is known. 

Congressman Gerry Studds 
of Massachusetts had pushed for 
an acceptable ceiling on crypto 
infestation of water, but it now 
looks as though that will be put 
on hold because of the GOP 
contract. 

Tlie option 
of home filtration 

Obviously if the 104th 
Congress isn’t going to protect 
people from crypto, it is up to 
the individual to do so. But any¬ 
one planning to rely on home 
filtration of their tap water 
should be aware that surprising¬ 


ly few of the systems on the 
market will remove the cysts. 

Some filters remove only so- 
called aesthetic contaminants 
(those that affect water’s taste or 
smell) while doing little or noth¬ 
ing to control microscopic 
organisms such as Cryptosporid¬ 
ium. Nor is all bottled water 
considered safe. 

The easiest way for con¬ 
sumers to ensure that home 
water filters take out Cryp¬ 
tosporidium from drinking 
water is to look for the National 
Sanitation Foundation (NSF) 
International seal, along with 
the words “Standard 53: Health 
Effects - Cyst Reduction,” on 
product labeling, advertising, 
and packaging. NSF seals also 
appear on some bottled waters 
to show that they have been cer¬ 
tified cyst-free. 

Similar to Underwriter’s 
Laboratories (UL), which tests 
and certifies electrical devices, 
NSF International is a private, 
independent, non-profit organi¬ 
zation that rigidly tests and cer¬ 
tifies many types of products -

including water filters - for aes¬ 
thetic and health claims. The 
organization has two separate 
criteria for water filter ratings: 
“Standard 42: Aesthetic 

Effects,” which relates to taste, 
odor, and other aesthetic sub¬ 
stances; and “Standard 53: 


Health Effects,” which, among 
other things, includes the reduc¬ 
tion of parasitic protozoan cysts 
including Cryptosporidium, as 
well as lead, asbestos, and tur¬ 
bidity reduction. 

Without NSF certification, 
water filters that claim to reduce 
Cryptosporidium in water base 
their claims on their own tests, 
or those of other third-party 
testers, which may or may not 
be reliable. 

For NSF Standard 53 
Certification for Cyst 
Reduction, a water filter must 
remove at least 99.95 percent of 
particles in the 3- to 4-micron 
range. The average Cryp¬ 
tosporidium cyst, by compari¬ 
son, measures 4-7 microns in 
size. 

The manufacturer of one 
leading water filtration system, 
Everpure, points out that all of 
that company’s home drinking 
water filter systems carry NSF’s 
Certification for Cyst Removal 
under Standard 53, and effi¬ 
ciently filter out particles as 
small as 1/2 micron in size. 


“There are several brands of 
filters on the market which have 
earned the right to be certified 
under NSF Standard 53,” 
according to Dr. R Regunathan, 
Everpure’s vice president for 
research, development, and 
operations. They include 
Amway (the largest single con¬ 
tributor to Republican campaign 
coffers last year); Multi-Pure, 
based in Chatsworth, California; 
and Watts Regulator of 
Lawrence, Massachusetts. 

“Although we can make a 
case that our products are best, 
we’re most concerned that peo¬ 
ple look for NSF Certification 
when buying a water filter for 
home. It’s the only real way 
consumers can be sure to get 
the protection they need, espe¬ 
cially as the quality of munici¬ 
pal water systems across the 
country continues to be ques¬ 
tioned,” Regunathan said. 

Experts interviewed on 
Dateline also recommended that 
people concerned with the pos¬ 
sibility of Cryptosporidium in

The Changing Demographics of AIDS

Figures show more than 
three-fifths of AIDS cases 
reported to the CDC through 
last June were of white gay 
men, nearly four times the num¬ 
ber of African-American men. 
But the growth rate of the dis¬ 
ease presents a whole different 
picture: approximately three- 
fifth of new cases are among 
African-Americans, according 
to the CDC, compared with 
fewer than one-fifth from the 
white population. 

And as the demographics of 
people with AIDS change, 
administrators say, so must the 
demographics of the people in 
charge of AIDS programs. 

Ron Hypolite, director of 
client services for the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the par¬ 
ticipation of gay men at an 
administrative level is vital, 
because no matter which direc¬ 
tion the demographics take, 
AIDS started out and continues 
to be looked upon as a gay dis¬ 
ease. “And that perspective has 
shaped policy in this country,” 
he said. 

While not disagreeing with 
that, Michael Lyons, executive 
director of the African- 
American AIDS Support 
Survival Institute (AMASSI), 
said that African-American gay 
men need to participate in the 
funding debate if that popula¬ 
tion is ever to get its collective 
needs addressed. Lyons, who is 
an African-American heterosex¬ 
ual, told the B.A.R. there is a 
clear lack of African-American 
administrators in government 
AIDS programs at present - and 
those who do exist are often 
reluctant to fight for programs 
that target the African-American 
community, for fear of sacrific¬ 
ing gay white men, women, or 
other groups hit by AIDS. 

“But I think it’s their respon¬ 
sibility to go a step further,” he 
said. “I think it should be their 
priority, because there’s not that 
many of us in those positions in 
the first place.” 

Lyons said culturally-sensi- 
tive services must be provided 
to many communities, despite 
objections from those who are 
already pressured by budget 
cuts. “When funding comes 
around, people don’t particular¬ 
ly want to hear the fact that you 
provide a service for a [single] 
population and not the general 
population.” He also said that 
people can philosophically 


accept the large impact of AIDS 
on the African-American com¬ 
munity, “but when you start ask¬ 
ing for funding it’s a new ball- 
game.” 

With AMASSI, for example, 
“I think the [Alameda County] 
Office of AIDS would like to 
see AMASSI survive,” he said. 
“But I think they have to go a 
step further and insure that they 
survive.” 

The Alameda 
microcosm 

The picture of AIDS in 
America is more accurately typ¬ 
ified by Alameda County - and 
Oakland in particular - than San 
Francisco, where much of mod¬ 
em AIDS activism took shape: a 
dozen miles from the Castro 
needle exchange is still a crime 
and women, young people, and 
African-Americans represent 
the fastest-growing pool of 
those getting AIDS - faster than 
services can keep up. 

The county postponed the 
establishment of an infrastruc¬ 
ture until the late 1980s, and is 
still struggling to catch up. 
Community activists told the 
B.A.R. that Alameda County has 
never adequately met the needs 
of white, gay men already living 
with the disease - and continues 
to fail them - as many groups 
traditionally facing discrimina¬ 
tion have been left to do the best 
they can with an uncertain level 
of government and private 
resources. 

What emerges is a micro¬ 
cosm of the priorities in 
American medical care - sexual 
and ethnic minorities in polar¬ 
ized camps, pitted against each 
other. 

African-Americans make up 
40 percent of Oakland’s AIDS 
population and represent 25 per¬ 
cent of the AIDS Office staff. A 
little under half, 48 percent, of 
the AIDS cases are white, and 
29 percent of the staff are white. 
Of other staff members, 29 per¬ 
cent are Asians/Pacific Islanders 
and 17 percent Hispanics. 

For Alameda County, 
African-Americans make up 37 
percent of the AIDS cases, and 
whites make up 52 percent. 

Lyons told the B.A.R. he 
thinks the racial prejudices are 
harder to overcome than sexual 
orientation when it comes to 
getting programs adequately 
funded. “I do think a person 
who is gay identified obviously 
has more insight into the prob¬ 
lem. The only thing about that is 
that it can become more narrow¬ 
minded. And I think you need a 


perspective from different sexu¬ 
al orientations of people. I think 
you need a diversity.” 

As important as ethnic diver¬ 
sity is, it’s a long way off, he 
predicted. Part of the problem, 
he said, is, “I think it’s hard for 
an African-American male to 
apply for a position as an 
administrator and receive the 
kind of consideration as some¬ 
body else who is not an African- 
American.” The result: “What 
I’m seeing is that it has not 
reflected the very diverse repre¬ 
sentation of the people of the 
state of California.” 

Eugene Richards, Director of 
the Office of AIDS 
Administration, told the B.A.R. 
that he has been confronted 
many times that he is neither 
gay nor white. He emphasized 
that he does not believe people 
have been racist, however. “It’s 
one of the banes of my exis¬ 
tence. It’s not a gay virus, 
although the gay community 
has become the locus of the 
virus. It knows no gender. What 
we try to do is to look at it in 
that light. 

“Worldwide,” he observed, 
“AIDS is a heterosexual dis¬ 
ease.” 

In his job, Richards said he 
works to balance funding priori¬ 
ties, and although basic dis¬ 
agreements are unfortunate, 
they are inevitable. Staffing is 
mostly conducted on the basis 
of merit, he said. “What we try 
to do in this office is design one 
that relatively reflects the peo¬ 
ple we serve.” 

After Krandal Kraus left the 
County AIDS Office last year 
on medical disability, clients 
complained about lack of white 
gay HIV-positive men on staff. 
A gay white male caucus is now 
under formation, to keep track 
of the office: it remains to be 
seen how the community will 
respond to it. 

Richards told the B.A.R. he 
cannot cite the exact number of 
gay men and lesbians in the 
division, because not everyone 
is out. His former assistant 
director from 1986 to 1993, 
Audrey Swift, was an out les¬ 
bian who left to work in 
Vietnam. One gay African- 
American man worked in the 
division but has since left. 

Richards said the office is 
actively recruiting a gay white 
man who is HIV-positive, but 
acknowledged that wasn’t what 
he looked forward to most. 

“I’d like to see a cure,” he 
said ruefully, “so I don’t have to 
do this job anymore.” ▼ 


AIDS in U.S. Kids Tops 1,000

WASHINGTON - The number of American 
children under age 13 with AIDS topped 1,000 in 
1994 for the first time since the epidemic began, 
mostly as a result of maternal transmission of HIV, 
the CDC reported February 2. 

Writing in the Morbidity and Mortality Weekly 
Report , Dr. John Ward of the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention said 1,017 chil¬ 
dren were reported to have AIDS in 1994, an eight 
percent increase over the previous year. About 92 
percent of the children were infected by HIV-posi¬ 
tive mothers around the time of their birth, Ward 
told United Press International. That would indi¬ 
cate more than 80 preteens caught the virus 
through sexual contact or intravenous drug use. 

Earlier in the week, CDC officials announced at 
a conference on retroviruses in Washington that 
AIDS had become the number one cause of death 
in 1993 in the age group 25 to 44 years. 

In that age group, 28,000 people died because 


of AIDS in the United States, just surpassing the 
number of deaths by unintentional injuries, which 
includes accidental deaths by motor vehicle, occu¬ 
pation-related deaths, drownings, fires, falls, and 
accidental poisonings. 

The number three cause of death in that age 
group now is cancer; the number four is heart dis¬ 
ease. 

Ward noted, though, that all the other causes of 
death themselves reflect a number of causes. Even 
heart disease and cancer have a number of causes. 
By contrast, death by AIDS is the only leading 
cause of death that results from a single agent - a 
virus. 

The CDC said a total of 81,691 cases of AIDS 
were reported in 1994, representing 20 percent of 
all AIDS cases ever reported in the United States. 

If there is any bright spot on the horizon. Ward 
wrote, it is the finding that HIV-positive pregnant 
women who take the drug AZT decrease their 
chance of transmitting the virus to their child by 
two-thirds. He declared the finding “one of the 
biggest success stories” of the year. ▼

A family practice for gay men, women a friends who

When Dr. Leonard 
Kooperman, now a visiting pro¬ 
fessor of public administration 
at Golden Gate University, 
accepted a position as assistant 
professor at Florida Atlantic 
University in Boca Raton 18 
years ago, it was partly because 
of south Florida’s large concen¬ 
tration of older people. Already 
interested in healthcare and 
administration, he looked for¬ 
ward to researching health ser¬ 
vices and policies concerning 
the elderly. 

As Kooperman helped a 
Ph.D. student, who directs the 
Comprehensive AIDS Program 
in Palm Beach County, apply 
for grants, he began to under¬ 
stand “that there is very little out 
there that serves older people,” 
he recently told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Then I discovered 
from CDC [Centers for Disease 
Control] reports that ten percent 
[34,294 cases] of all people who 
are HIV infected are over 50 - 
and there are virtually no pro¬ 
grams specifically devoted to 
them. So that’s when I began to 
look at doing this research.” 

The research the 55-year-old, 
openly gay professor is refer¬ 
ring to is, in part, his ground¬ 
breaking KABB (Knowledge, 
Attitude, Belief and Behavior) 
survey on AIDS that 191 gay 
and bisexual men over 50 com¬ 
pleted over a six-month period 
in 1993. Results from the sur¬ 
vey, which indicate that older 
gay and bisexual men have a 
high level of accurate knowl¬ 
edge regarding transmission of 
HIV and tend to engage in 
lower-risk sexual activity, were 
published in AIDS Health Care: 
A Journal for Health Care 
Professionals. 

Recently, Dr. Kooperman 
discussed some of his findings, 
his own personal outreach work 
in AIDS education, and how his 
survey came to be, among other 
matters. 

Patrick D. Hoctel: Why do 
you think that so little research 
has been done on - so few ser¬ 
vices provided for - the elderly? 

Dr. Leonard Kooperman: 
People typically don’t see the 
elderly as being a part of the 
community that needs services. 
They don’t perceive that they’re 
as at risk as the larger or 
younger population, because 
they see all these populations as 
more sexually active. But it’s a 
myth in both the gay and the 
heterosexual culture, because 
when you ask people 50 and 
over about their sexual activi¬ 
ties, they reveal that, in fact, 
they are sexually active. 

In your study you state that 
research has shown that AIDS 
progresses faster in older peo¬ 
ple, so that an early diagnosis is 
even more important than in the 
case of a younger person. What 
should AIDS agencies, physi¬ 
cians, etc. be doing to encour¬ 
age older people to get tested? 

One of the things that physi¬ 
cians should be doing is recom¬ 
mending that their older patients 
get an HIV test. They very 
rarely think to do that. Instead 
they often think that it’s [having 
AIDS symptoms] just related to 
aches and pains, simply getting

old. 

What we do need are educa¬ 
tional programs targeted at older 
gays and straights. One of the 
things that disturbed me the 
most in Florida was that we had 
such a huge retirement commu¬ 
nity, gay and straight, and there 
were no such programs. 

However, there are now: a 
colleague of mine has devel¬ 
oped a program in Miami Beach 
for gay men. And there is one in 
New York City through Arlene 
Kochman at SAGE, Seniors 
Active in a Gay Environment. 
And I’m the third. I volunteer as 
group facilitator at a program 
specifically for men 50 and over 
at the Stop AIDS Project here. 
I’ve been doing that for two 
years, and it’s been very suc¬ 
cessful. Those are the three pro¬ 
grams that I know about in the 
country that are doing AIDS and 
safe sex education for older gay 
men. 

Running groups for older 
gays is fascinating. About a 
quarter of them have been mar¬ 
ried and have grandchildren. 
These guys have stories to tell 
[that] younger men don’t, usual¬ 
ly. And keep in mind that older 
people have had to deal with 
AIDS more. They’ve had more 
friends and colleagues die. And 
going through this has an impact 
on your behavior. It will change 
what you do. AIDS is the loss of 
friends. It has a real personal 
face to older men, which may 
explain why they get tested in 
such high numbers and younger 
ones don’t - at least not as much 
as we’d like them to. 

Almost all the safe sex/con¬ 
dom campaigns that come out of 
these various AIDS agencies 
seem to feature and be definite¬ 
ly slanted toward young gay 
men. You rarely see even a thir¬ 
tysomething among the faces. 

Well, SAGE’s materials 
aren’t like that, and Stop AIDS 
runs all kinds of groups - for 
older men, younger, African- 
Americans. One of the groups 
they run is a Hot Sex Workshop, 
and the workshop has been pub¬ 
licized this past year with an 
older couple. The pamphlet has 
a very older couple, like two 75- 
year-old men, sitting arm-in¬ 
arm. But you’re absolutely 
right; most AIDS education is 
geared toward younger people. 

That CDC statistic that you 
quote in your study - that ten 
percent of all HIVers are over 
50 - was that a shock to you? 

It was a surprise to me - that 


high a number - and it is when 
you tell other people as well. 
Especially in light of the fact 
that there are very few focused 
services for this population. You 
see of this ten percent, the CDC 
estimates that two-thirds are gay 
and bisexual men. That’s thou¬ 
sands of people. So there is a 
change now in educational pro¬ 
grams like SAGE and Stop 
AIDS trying to do outreach. 

There are very few programs 
for the heterosexual elderly, 
either. One of the things I’ve 
done in San Francisco is I con¬ 
tacted the Coalition on Aging 
Services. I told them that I did 
educational programs for Stop 
AIDS, and if they wanted me to, 
I would do lunchtime seminars 
at their congregate meal sites. 
Senior centers started calling, 
asking me to come in and do an 
hour or a 45-minute lecture. I’ve 
been doing that for two years 
now, and I’ve even been called 
back to some of the centers. And 
the people who come are in their 
sixties or older, and they come 
knowing full well that it’s an 
AIDS educational seminar - 
safe sex, anonymous testing, 
etc. 

Sixty-eight percent [95] of 
the 139 people who answered 
the question in your survey said

Paul Monette: A Remembrance

Writer Paul Monette suc¬ 
cumbed to AIDS complications 
on Friday, February 10 in Los 
Angeles. Erudite and handsome, 
the 49-year-old author is per¬ 
haps best known for his chroni¬ 
cles of the devastation of AIDS, 
and of growing up queer, such 
as his achingly beautiful 
account of his lover Roger 
Horowitz’s death in Borrowed 
Time: An AIDS Memoir and On 
Becoming a Man: Half a Life 
Story, which earned him the 
1992 National Book Award. 

He was also well known for 
his furies, for his rages at the 
Pope and the shameless politi¬ 
cians who ignored the plague 
and the devastating impact of 
homophobia. He always 
respected the way his subse¬ 
quent lover “Stevie” Kolzak - 
“the queerest man I ever knew” 
- died a hero railing against the 
FDA, and was proud to have 
picked up his torch. 
“Murderer!” he shouted at a 
Cal very Church Christian fun¬ 
damentalist who brought a 
troupe of Christian youth up to 
West Hollywood to reform 
Friday night club-goers. His 
eyes bulged, his veins popped, 
he looked like he might have a 
stroke until he calmed down, 
clutched a friend’s arm, and 
ambled off to home or another 
round of reckoning. He might 
have been “dying by inches,” 
but not without a fight. 

He felt a duty to fight against 
bigotry of all forms, and to fight 
for love in the age of AIDS - 
although he often said he would 
gladly return to writing “glib 
romances.” He had no choice 
but to articulate the passionate, 
anguished cry of Borrowed 
Time, the Love Alone elegies, 
Becoming a Man, the novels 
Afterlife and Halfway Home, 
and the moving essays in Last 
Watch of the Night. 

Paul Monette was also my 
friend. We had an odd, fleeting, 
but profound introduction. I had 


heard of him, of course, but had 
no clue who he was until early 
1991, when I was busy covering 
the first GLAAD Awards, which 
drew Judith Light, Ted Danson, 
Longtime Companion hero 
Bruce Davison (who based the 
dying scene on Borrowed Time), 
TV mogul Gary Marshall, and 
playwright Terrance McNally. 
Light, who hosted the event, and 
Danson were there presumably 
because Kolzak, a casting direc¬ 
tor, was being honored posthu¬ 
mously. 

As I took notes and waited 
for an opportunity to snap some 
pictures, a man seated with his 
back to me started gulping 
breaths as if trying not to cry. I 
stroked his back and neck to 
comfort him. He sank into my 
hands as if he was tired of being 
brave. 

“And here to accept the 
award is Stephen Kolzak’s 
lover, Paul Monette,” said a 
voice from the podium. The 
man turned around, his hand¬ 
some face inches from mine, 
love and trepidation pouring 
from his eyes. “Thank you. You 


don’t know how much that 
meant to me,” he said as he 
made his way towards the stage. 
So that’s Paul Monette, I 
thought. Afterwards I tracked 
him down for photos and to tell 
him that I had known Stephen. 

I would go on to do numer¬ 
ous interviews and to document 
Paul’s appearances at events 
where he was an intellectual 
inspiration. Gradually we 
became friends. I basked in the 
friendship of Paul and his last 
lover, Winston Wilde, with their 
adopted family of Judith Light, 
Robert Desiderio, Herb 
Hamsher, and Jonathan Stoller. 

I introduced Paul and Mary 
Fisher and watched as the two 
meshed over politics, AIDS, 
and art. But what impressed me 
the first time and eveiy time 
thereafter was how this promi¬ 
nent, humble man was some¬ 
times a terrified little boy who 
would nonetheless buck up, 
shoulder his fear, and march 
forward to complete his com¬ 
mitment. If courage starts with 
the first step, Paul Monette was 
a runner. 


“Embracing between 
the bombs” 

“When I met Steve Kolzak 
on the Fourth of July in ’88, he 
told me he had seven friends 
who were going to die in the 
next six months - and they did. 
It was my job to persuade him 
that we could fall in love any¬ 
way, embracing between the 
bombs. And then we would 
pitch our tent in the chronic, 
manageable clearing, years and 
years given back to us by the 
galloping strides of science. No 
more afflicted than a diabetic, 
the daily juice of insulin keep¬ 
ing him one step ahead of his 
body,” he wrote in his ode to 
“Puck,” the half Rhodesian 
ridgeback, half black lab he 
came to adore through the 
deaths of two lovers. 

Winston, whom Paul met and 
fell madly in love with shortly 
after Stephen’s death in 1990, 
moved into the house on King’s 
Road with his boxer. Buddy. 
Sometimes Puck and Buddy 
would show-off fight for 
friends; it was their extended 
family. Paul wrote to Winston in 
Committing to Memory, “Druid 
brother, pagan mate, ours be the 
hard/flame, ours the silver fields 
of frost/and a pair of cypresses 
crowning the hill,/reaching to 
graze the sky. Men can love like 
that.” Paul loved loving. 

He also reveled in the 
thought of not only being a role 
model but expressing the 
refreshing freedom truth brings. 
“If you are in the closet and try¬ 
ing to pass and telling that lie to 
yourself - and eventually you do 
tell it to yourself - your whole 
life becomes an act of ventrilo¬ 
quism,” he said. 

Paul Monette was loved back 
as generously as he loved. A pri¬ 
vate funeral was held on 
February 11 at Forest Lawn. A 
public memorial service will be 
held at 10 a.m. this Sunday, 
February 19 at the Director’s 
Guild on Sunset Boulevard in 
West Hollywood. ▼ 



Francis Xavier Forker 

March 3,1955 - Jan. 28,1995 

Frank was bom in St. Albans, NY.

outside the protocol. This 
healthy skepticism, far more 
reasonable than his cohorts’ 
dewy-eyed faith in the 
researchers, is treated as a sign 
of mental instability rather than 
the sound judgment it is. 

Empty pipeline 

Gene therapy, in theory, is 
one of the most promising lines

of research on AIDS, but it has a 
long way to go before it pays 
off. You’d never guess that from 
the recent special, which por¬ 
trayed it as The Cure Just 
Around the Comer. 

I always dread these shows, 
because they inevitably touch 
off a flood of calls from well- 
meaning friends and relatives 
who’ve been taken in by the 
hype. “Have you heard about 
such and such on channel X?” 
they ask, hoping they’ve given 
me a much-needed clue. Then I 
have to tell them that it was 
mostly bullshit and that by the 
time they see something on TV, 
I and other activists have 
already been tracking it for a 
least a year. 

The media’s interpretation of 
AIDS news, like its approach to 
the gay community in general, is 
quirky and largely inaccurate. 
AIDS research reports get sim¬ 
plified down to “it works” or “it 


AZT use in young kids failed to 
find any benefit from its use. 
Babies with AIDS did better on 
ddl or on a combination of ddl 
with AZT than on AZT alone. 

My guess is that the study 
suffered from the same flaw as 
the infamous European 
“Concord” study of AZT, which 
failed to find any benefit from 
early intervention with the anti¬ 
viral. The basic problem is that 
the study required subjects to 
start the drug on the basis of 
some arbitrary benchmark; e.g., 
T-cell count. 

In real-life practice, doctors 
generally prescribe such drugs 
based on a combination of lab 
markers and clinical symptoms. 
Starting a PWA prematurely on 
AZT only incurs the toxic side 
effects without much counter¬ 
balancing benefit. If, additional¬ 
ly, the superfluous AZT is 
administered at too high a dose, 
as it was in Concord (and. I’ll 
bet, in the recent pediatric trial), 
this problem is magnified. 

(A contributing factor is that 
AZT and its ilk are mediocre 
treatments and their marginal 
benefits are easy to miss in any 
but the best studies.) 

To the mainstream such 
quirky and contradictory results 
are impossible to interpret. 
Everything is supposed to be 
either a cure or a flop, and 
mixed results have no place in 
such a simplified structure. This 
is another conundrum for 
Burroughs-Wellcome, whose 
flaks are no doubt working over¬ 
time right now on “spin control” 
for this latest ding to their aging 
war-horse’s reputation. 

At least AZT has a staff of 
well-paid spin doctors to protect 
its reputation. All us queers get 
are the lukewarm and boring 
efforts produced by well-mean¬ 
ing but wimpy Hollywood liber¬ 
als. Movies like Serving in 
Silence are as ineffective a treat¬ 
ment for anti-gay prejudice as 
the nukes are for AIDS. ▼ 


flopped,” with nothing in 
between. 

Protease inhibitor is another 
treatment currently riding high 
on its hype cycle. These second- 
generation anti-virals appear to 
work about as well as the old 
“nukes” (nucleoside analogs) 
like AZT, but not particularly 
better. Like Serving in Silence 
they represent a step in the right 
direction, but such a baby step 
that it’s hard to get real excited 
about them. 

If there were three or four 
more treatments like protease in 
the development pipeline, I’d 
feel safer, then I could go on 
changing antivirals every year 
and still count on staying one 
step ahead of the virus for the 
foreseeable future. But the sad 
fact is that the supply of candi¬ 
date treatments - profitable, 
researchable, patentable drugs 
favored by major pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies - is drying up. 

Cure or flop 

This, perhaps, is the underly¬ 
ing truth which all the hype over 
protease and gene therapy is 
designed to conceal. Thus, 
recent reports that the rate of 
HIV transmission is rising 
fastest in women is probably 
bluster aimed at obscuring the 
overall slowing of the spread of 
AIDS in the general population. 

However, even that statistic 
is misleading. When the defini¬ 
tion of AIDS was expanded in 
1992, it essentially promoted 
thousands of HIVers to “full¬ 
blown AIDS” status a couple of 
years early. As a result the stats 
for the next couple of years are 
going to be artificially deflated 
until the disease catches up with 
the new definition. Such fine 
statistical distinctions are way 
beyond the ken of the main¬ 
stream media. 

The media has the most trou¬ 
ble with mixed and contradicto¬ 
ry results; consider their confu¬ 
sion over AZT. A recent study of

Funhouse Mirror

y partner and I set¬ 
tled in to watch 
Serving in Silence: 
The Margarethe 
Cammermeyer Story with 
ambivalence. On the one hand, 
it was the first coverage of les¬ 
bian and gay issues on TV for 
some time; on the other, we 
know better than to expect much 
from the rare attention of the 
mainstream media. 

I feel compelled to watch 
these productions out of socio¬ 
logical interest, but I rarely 
enjoy them. My usual compro¬ 
mise is to watch with one eye, as 
it were, and read something 
diverting with the other. “Nudge 
me when they kiss,” I instructed 
my partner. 

Low expectations aside, I 
really did think I would get the 
nudge sometime before the last 
five minutes of the movie, but 
that’s how long it took. 
Admittedly, I wasn’t paying real 
close attention, but I could only 
recall one time during the whole 
movie before that kiss - which 
for most of its brief duration 
was blocked by a conveniently 
placed hand - that the lesbian 
lovers so much as touched. 

It wasn’t even clear that the 
women were involved sexually; 
you sort of assume it, but the 
movie avoids the issue. It’s pos¬ 
sible that they have an entirely 
platonic relationship; it certainly 
wasn’t a very passionate 
romance. 


Overall, it was a pretty bad 
movie. This isn’t to say that it 
lacked political correctness, just 
that it was slow moving and bor¬ 
ing. It also came at least a year 
too late to even remotely influ¬ 
ence the debate on gays in the 
military. It only takes ten days 
for the media to produce books 
on Tonya Harding or O.J. 
Simpson, but queer stuff takes 
longer to get off the drawing 
board. By then, as with Serving 
in Silence, it’s too little and too 
late. 

A gay man made a brief 
appearance on a recent newscast 
about gene therapy for AIDS. 
The special show, which was 
mostly inflated hype, inter¬ 
viewed three patients in a drug 
trial. One was a heterosexual 
hemophiliac man with photo¬ 
genic children; another was a 
heterosexual woman; and the 
third was the token gay man. 

This sampling already skews 
reality. Odds are that all of the 
other two dozen people in that 
trial are gay men, but the main¬ 
stream, in an effort to “human¬ 
ize” and de-gay AIDS (funny 
how those two go together), 
prefers to sweep most of them 
under the carpet. 

Nor do they do well by the 
one token gay they did inter¬ 
view. He’s portrayed as a some¬ 
what irrationally angry young 
man, easily the least likable of 
the patients. He’s also the only 
one who expresses reservations 
about the experimental treat¬ 
ment or who considers going

What Comes After gp 120? More Study

AIDS drugs come and AIDS drugs go - sometimes 
with a bang and sometimes with a whimper. When 
Genentech Inc., the local biotech firm, wrote the press 
release stating that it was discontinuing research on its 
therapeutic gpl20 vaccine, rest assured that the 
announcement was at best a whisper. Made available 
only upon inquiry, the press release was not widely 
circulated. 

Genentech’s efforts at keeping the decision quiet, 
however, didn’t keep activists out of the loop. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate’s assertive involvement in develop¬ 
ment of the Phase II clinical trial, in the autumn of 
1992, meant that the company didn’t dare convene a 
1995 meeting to discuss the interim data analysis 
without inviting advocates for people with AIDS to the 
table. 

Looking back, 1992 was a pivotal year in the evo¬ 
lution of AIDS treatment activism. TAT inhibitors and 
protease inhibitors were maturing out of the test-tube, 
an assortment of vaccines were competing with the 
standard antiretrovirals for media attention, and 
activists from ACT UP/Golden Gate, TAG, and 
Project Inform were shouting at the industry and 
research establishment about the unacceptable exclu¬ 
sion of people with fewer than 50 CD4 cells from clin¬ 
ical trials. 

It was in that context that ACT UP/GG pressured 
Genentech to negotiate over the design of its Phase II 
gpl20 vaccine study (V0346g), which targeted 
patients with greater than 600 CD4. While the study 
went on as planned - with some changes based on 
activist input - Genentech was impressed with 
activists’ knowledge. The company agreed to partic¬ 
ipate in comparative vaccines studies including people 
with HIV across the full spectrum of disease - largely 
due to the persistence of Project Inform’s Jesse 
Dobson. 

The fact that this therapy has been abandoned is 
nothing to cheer or jeer about - but data from the study 


may still prove helpful in identifying factors associat¬ 
ed with faster or slower disease progression. While 
Genentech currently has no financial incentive to fur¬ 
ther study stored blood samples from the 573 partici¬ 
pants, the company recognizes their scientific value 
and has agreed to turn them over to other researchers. 
ACT UP/Golden Gate has submitted a list of suggest¬ 
ed retrospective studies. 

Genentech’s analysis includes 15 months of data, 
up to a cut-off date of August 15, 1994. The study 
sought to determine whether the vaccine would affect 
the rate of CD4 decline in patients at earlier stages of 
disease. If patients randomized to receive vaccine 
demonstrated greater than 60 percent benefit (based 
on CD4 counts) over patients randomized to receive 
placebo, then the vaccine would be considered effec¬ 
tive. 

The study also sought to determine whether disease 
progression would be slowed in patients with “soft” 
clinical symptoms, such as thrush and oral hairy 
leukoplakia. Such patients, with high CD4s, have pre¬ 
viously been categorized as faster progressors. The 
average patient was estimated to lose 65 T4 cells per 
year. After 15 months in the gpl20 study, the mean 
CD4 decline in each group was less than expected. 

While vaccine recipients experienced a slightly 
larger CD4 loss, it was not statistically significant. 
Likewise, both groups had comparable increases in 
viral load using RNA PCR. These findings were sig¬ 
nificant enough to result in the Data Safety 
Monitoring Board’s recommendation that the study be 
immediately stopped. With lack of benefit being indis¬ 
putable, prolonged exposure through additional 
immunizations - as per the study schedule - posed a 
risk to patients that could not be justified. 

Of greatest interest is a small group of patients who 
experienced any single episode of greater than 50 per¬ 
cent decline in their CD4s from the time of their entry 
in study. Given an entry criteria of 600 CD4, this 
means that some patients lost more than 300 CD4 in 
15 months - a staggering and frightening figure. It is 
possible that some patients, whose CD4 dropped 


below 500, initiated treatment with AZT or other anti¬ 
retrovirals; this could have resulted in fewer reported 
cases of 50 percent declines. 

ACT UP/GG has asked the principal investigators 
from all 16 research sites to go back and survey their 
patients on this point. Genentech also analyzed a sub¬ 
set of the rapid progressors group, whose greater than 
50 percent CD4 decline persisted for two or more 
study visits. In both the single and multiple events 
groups there were more patients who had received 
vaccine than placebo. ACT UP/GG recommended 
analyzing these patients’ baseline stored samples for 
certain markers (syncitium), as well as conducting 
genome sequencing of such samples. 

Genentech is continuing its studies of the gpl20 as 
a preventative vaccine in HIV-seronegatives. However, 
the company is discontinuing all other trials in the 
HIV-positive population, including pediatrics and 
adult studies comparing this product to vaccines 
developed by other companies such as Chiron. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate would appreciate hearing 
from trial participants regarding their concerns around 
the discontinuation of these studies. We are particular¬ 
ly interested in tracking patients who participated in 
the Phase I study, for whom ACT UP fought to secure 
ongoing access to drug upon completion of that study. 
We will, as always, continue to advocate and activate 
on behalf of people living with HIV to assure that 
access to safe treatments is guaranteed. 

People with HIV/AIDS are not merely research 
subjects, In contributing our lives and our bodies to 
science we expect to be equal partners in determining 
the course of future research. To that end, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and Project Inform have insisted that 
Genentech instruct all their research sites to follow all 
patients who participated in the gpl20 therapeutic 
vaccine studies for a minimum of two years. 

If you or someone you know participated in one of 
these studies, please maintain contact with the 
research nurse or doctor. Your participation could pro¬ 
vide important information on the longterm safety of 
this treatment. ▼

gay hate crimes. 

The murders took place in 
the same county as Camp Sister 
Spirit, a lesbian-run feminist 
retreat that has been repeatedly 
harassed by its neighbors. The 
women of Sister Spirit contend 
that local law enforcement 
authorities have been indifferent 
to their complaints. Given that 
history, activists descended on 
Laurel to demand an outside 
investigation. 

The ensuing media firestorm 
angered not only the county’s 
residents, but also the friends 
and families of the victims, who 
insisted they were satisfied with 
the police investigation. 

Although a grand jury 
refused to indict McClendon on 
robbery charges, Jones County 
District Attorney Jeannene 
Pacific told the jury that 
McClendon went willingly 
with the men after meeting 
them in downtown Laurel and 
stole $100 from the victims 
after the murders. McClendon 
then went to a friend’s house - 
to calmly play cards - and 
admitted that he had killed 


“two white guys,” Pacific said. 
(The victims were white; 
McClendon is an African- 
American). 

But McClendon’s attorney, J. 
Ronald Parrish, called Walters 
and Shoemake “sexual preda¬ 
tors” who were on the prowl the 
night they were killed. He con¬ 
tended that after they picked up 
McClendon, they drove to a 
remote area and attempted to 
rape him. 

Arguing that an attempted 
rape committed by an HIV-pos¬ 
itive person would amount to 
pointing “a loaded gun” and jus¬ 
tify a claim of self-defense, 
Parrish asked Judge Landrum in 
December to order HIV tests on 
the victims. The judge agreed, 
sparking objections from prose¬ 
cutors and protests from AIDS 
advocacy groups. 

Landrum allowed those 
results to be admitted in the 
trial. One of the victims, 
Walters, tested HIV-positive. 

“This is clearly an attempt to 
play on society’s fear of people 
with AIDS. HIV status is never 
an excuse for murder,” said Beth 
Barrett of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, which 
called the judge’s decision “rep¬ 
rehensible.” T

AIDS Emergency Fund upon 
receipt of the money from 
MacGennis - unless he appeals 
the ruling, in which case the club 
will have to hire an attorney. 

“The cost to do this will only 
detract from the amount we are 
able to give to the AEF,” said 
Gardner. 

He added that he hoped the 


ruling would put to rest any lin¬ 
gering doubts that the club 
could not be trusted and that its 
fundraisers were a sham. 

“The rumors have been 
shown to be false,” he said, “and 
the responsible party, David 
MacGennis, has been stopped 
from his ongoing use of other 
charities’ money.” 

According to Gardner, the 
club will continue to hold

discussed at community meet¬ 
ings planned for the future is 
“How do we make it safe?” 

He said CUAV is informally 
working with the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence Inc., 
Castro neighborhood mer¬ 
chants, and others “in setting up 
a process to outline ideas, and 
setting up a forum to discuss 
changes needed to make the 
event safe.”

weapons. 

Roving youths were urinating 
in the doorways of Castro Street 
businesses and shouting insults 
at gay men and lesbians, reports 
indicated. Some were said to be 
armed with baseball bats and 
looking for potential victims. 


Tentative ideas are under dis¬ 
cussion to seriously tighten 
safety, increase the number and 
training of volunteer safety 
monitors, reduce violence, and 
perhaps somehow limit the 
number of neighborhood out¬ 
siders who were considered the 
cause of most of the trouble last 
year. 

CUAV admitted after 
Halloween last year the volun¬ 
teer turnout was far lower than 
usual; it did not have adequate 
volunteer safety monitors, 
which police said contributed 
significantly to the difficulty in 
controlling a crowd of some 
300,000 when the time came to 
end the revelry at midnight. 

Police were pelted with rocks 
and garbage when they finally 
used batons and loud hailers to 
clear the streets after 2 a.m. 

Last year, under the tradi¬ 
tional agreement, the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence received 
one quarter of the proceeds from 


the Halloween Celebration in 
the Castro, the Gay Men’s 
Chorus received a quarter, and 
CUAV received a quarter. The 
remainder was to be disbursed 
as grants to various other non¬ 
profit community groups. 

In a statement printed as a 
letter to the editor in the B.A.R. 
last November, Carolyn Morton, 
general manager of the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus 
said, “We will not be a part of 
future Halloween in the Castro 
celebrations.” 

She cited lack of support for 
her undermanned volunteers 
from police, CUAV, and SPI 
Inc., as well as serious safety 
flaws. 

Morton also said GLAAD 
and SFGMC volunteers were 
physically attacked by people 
trying to steal money from 
donation baskets. 

Apparently, the SFGMC may 
reconsider if the contemplated 
changes are put into effect. ▼

pie polled at local dance clubs indicated they 
thought it was a good idea and would attend, he 
said. 

“There’s no controversy,” Beasley said. “The 
celebration committee doesn’t make any money. 
We spend money.” 

Among expenses facing organizers of this 
year’s event are an estimated $12,000 deficit from 
1994, Beasley told the Bay Area Reporter. Cash 
donation collection barrels and buckets that were 
passed around and placed in strategic locations 
didn’t raise enough funds last year, he said. 

“The amount of contributions were down,” he 
said, so the group is searching for other ways to try 
to raise cash. 

But charging people to dance at an event that 
supposedly celebrates their pride is crass commer¬ 
cialism, and contrary to the ideals of lesbian and 


gay liberation, says writer-activist Tommi Mecca. 

“It sets up a real barrier. I don’t support the 
idea,” Mecca said. “Anybody who wants to should 
be able to celebrate their pride - for free. There are 
corporations falling all over themselves to be spon¬ 
sors.” 

Beasley cautioned against an uproar over the 
plan - although he acknowledged that San 
Francisco has never charged for such an event 
before - because he said it’s not written in stone. 

“We are exploring other avenues,” he said. 
“There’s the possibility of a radio station sponsor¬ 
ship or corporate sponsorship. If that should hap¬ 
pen, it would solve the problem.” ▼

their water look for the NSF 
certification when purchas¬ 
ing a water filter. 

SF crypto disputed 

Dateline revealed that 
testing done in cities such as 
New York, Los Angeles, and 
St. Louis routinely show the 
presence of Cryptosporidium 
in those water supplies. 
NBC News subsequently 
identified San Francisco as 
one of the cities with “cryp¬ 
to-contaminated water sup¬ 
plies.” But authorities here 
vehemently denied it. 

Last October Ann 
Kronenberg of the San 
Francisco Health 

Department told the B.A.R. 
that “Department of Public 
Health infectious disease 
surveillance program con¬ 
firms, on a monthly basis, 
that there is no evidence of 
waterborne disease in San 
Francisco...” 

In a memo to Mayor 
Jordan, the Board of 
Supervisors, and the Public 
Utilities Commission, 
Anson Moran, general man¬ 
ager of the Public Utilities 
Commission, also insisted 
that the city’s water is safe. 

“San Francisco has been 
proactive in dealing with 
Cryptosporidium in our drink¬ 
ing water and has been regu¬ 
larly testing its water supply 
for the organism along with 
other parasites since the mid 
1980s. San Francisco has a 
disease surveillance program 
that will detect ‘low level’ out¬ 
breaks of Cryptosporidium in 
immuno-compromised per¬ 
sons,” Moran said. “These 
studies repeatedly show that

they had had oral-genital con¬ 
tact without a condom in the 
past 30 days. Do you think this 
reflects what seems to be a per¬ 
vasive belief among gay men 
that oral sex is probably safe? 

Yes. A lot of people perceive 
oral sex as low-risk behavior. 
On basically this same subject, I 
wrote for an upcoming article, 
“There is much ambiguity in the 
scientific studies of AIDS as to 
what constitutes high-, moder¬ 
ate-, and low-risk sexual behav¬ 
ior. Some studies define high 
risk as unprotected anal inter¬ 
course; some as unprotected 
anal intercourse and oral-genital 
contact; some include unpro¬ 
tected mouth-to-rectum contact; 
some include multiple partners 
as high risk.” I take issue with 
the latter. If you practice safe 
sex ... I mean the whole “multi¬ 
ple partners” business could be 
a code word for “promiscuous 
gay men.” Honestly. You have to 
look at these things critically. 

Anyway, “there is little 
agreement in scientific studies 
as to the degree of risk of unpro¬ 
tected, receptive, oral-genital 
contact. The projections seem to 
range from a risk factor of 1 in 
100,000 to 1 in 200,000.” I’m 
just making a statement here 
about the great degree of ambi¬ 
guity. 

Of your 191 respondents, 
138 indicated that they had been 
tested, and 132 said they were 
negative. The other six didn’t 
say. Given the ten percent CDC 
figure, how do you account for 
the low - zero percent - number 
of positives? 


there have not been any out¬ 
breaks and that the water is 
safe.” 

What constitutes “safe” 
may be subject to debate. The 
U.S. Environmental 

Protection Agency currently 
has no standards for deter¬ 
mining acceptable levels of 
Cryptosporidium contamina¬ 
tion in public drinking water 
supplies. Last September 
Congressman Gerry Studds, 
D-Massachusetts, succeeded 
in having the House Energy 
and Commerce Committee 
overwhelmingly approve 
comprehensive legislation to 
overhaul the Safe Drinking 
Water Act, establishing regu¬ 
lations for controlling Cryp¬ 
tosporidia in America’s 
drinking water. The provision 
would require the EPA to 
promulgate a permanent reg¬ 
ulation by December 31, 
1998. 

Until then, Regunathan 
said, “For those with com¬ 
promised immune systems, 
choosing a water filtration 
system can be a matter of 
life and death. It’s of vital 
importance that consumers 
get the facts - along with 
independent verification - 
before they buy.”

The Other Crypto 
Transmission Route 
or, Don’t Look at the 
Water in the Glass, 

Look at the Rim 

With so much emphasis on Cryp¬ 
tosporidium in drinking water, says 
Dr. Frances Taylor, director of San 
Francisco's Communicable Disease 
Center, "It doesn't do any good to 
close the barn door when the back 
wall is falling off." 

She feels that fecal-oral transmis¬ 
sion is far more likely to spread the 
potentially deadly parasite than is 
the tap water we drink. 

There is no evidence that San 
Francisco water is not safe," she told 
the Bay Area Reporter in a brief 
interview. "Certainly the level of 
crypto spores found in the San 
Francisco water supply are far 
below any standards that have been 
set or proposed. 

"I suspect that it is sexually trans¬ 
mitted," Taylor said. Such practices 
as "rimming" are extremely danger¬ 
ous, she said, in a friendly but blunt 
response to direct questions from 
the B.A.R. 

She said she was also con¬ 
cerned, "simply about the use of 
condoms." Condom removal, she 
explained, "almost assures that you 
will get your hand in it [the fecal 
matter], and then where does the 
hand go?" she asked. 

She also said pets can transmit 
crypto, but in her view that was not 
nearly as important a factor as sexu¬ 
al transmission. 

Taylor said she was concerned 
about the extensive emphasis on 
drinking water as the only culprit, 
without looking at other ways that 
Cryptosporidium can be transmit¬ 
ted. 

"If someone is sufficiently con¬ 
cerned that they wish to purchase 
and maintain a water filter system," 
she said, "they should be aware that 
the drinking water is not the only 
way they might get crypto."

This may be a result of the 
reticence of people to admit 
they’re positive in even an 
anonymous survey. Plus, 
remember that a large portion of 
our society sees AIDS as a 
young person’s disease. When 
an older person gets it, there’s 
the additional stigma of not only 
being infected but being an older 
person and infected. These peo¬ 
ple often wind up hiding it [their 
HIV status] from their friends 
and family. I definitely see a 
reluctance in them to reveal their 
serostatus when it’s positive. 

What led you to the Prime 
Timers as the primary source of 
your respondents for the study? 

When I first thought that I 
would do a KABB survey, it 
presented a challenge, because 
how was I going to get my sam¬ 
ple of gay men 50 and older? I 
had met the person who’s in 
charge of G.L.O.E. [Gay and 
Lesbian Outreach to Elders], 
and he led me to the Prime 
Timers. He told me there was a 
group in San Francisco, G 40 
Plus - it’s really more like 60 
and over - and they are a chap¬ 
ter of this loosely affiliated 
organization for older gay men, 
the Prime Timers, which has 25 
to 30 chapters all over America. 

I went and gave a speech to 
them about my research, and 
they told me that when I was 
ready with my questionnaire, 
they would have their members 
fill it out, those who wanted to. 
I left the questionnaires on 
tables, and people could take 
them at their leisure - and 68 
members of the San Francisco 
branch did respond, 135 from 
all the chapters. And some of 
them passed them on to their 
friends and neighbors. Two 


chapters in Canada responded, 
one in Australia, and over time I 
managed to get my 191 people. 

While this study is an impor¬ 
tant first step in examining atti¬ 
tudes about AIDS among older 
gays, by your own math, an 
overwhelming number of 
respondents [187] were 
Caucasian, retired profession¬ 
als. Do you think a more com¬ 
prehensive follow-up study 
would yield different, perhaps 
more valuable results? 

The gay community is a very 
diverse community, and there 
are lots of different kinds of 
people - drag, leather - in it, 
who I found it difficult in terms 
of my initial development of my 
sample to try and touch. Now 
that I’m getting better at it, it 
would be interesting to get the 
information from these various 
groups. It would be a better 
reflection of the community, 
and perhaps the responses 
would change if, say, we 
brought in more African- 
Americans. I would like to cap¬ 
ture the very complexity of our 
community, and I see that as a 
shortcoming [of this study]. 

Are you planning a follow¬ 
up? 

Yes. I would like to continue 
with this. It gives us important 
information for developing edu¬ 
cational programs and different 
kinds of social services. Also, 
there’s literature that suggests 
that there are older gay men 
who are at high risk because 
they seek sex in high-risk places 
and situations, like porno hous¬ 
es, public toilets, and hiring hus¬ 
tlers on Polk Street. If that’s 
true, then educational programs 
and getting the word out are 
important for them as well. T 


Jordan Meets Ray’s Mom

Jan Streck, the mother of a 
young man gunned down on 
Polk Street last March, left San 
Francisco last Friday after meet¬ 
ing for about 40 minutes with 
Mayor Frank Jordan. The pri¬ 
vate session began at 2:30 and 
ended at 3:10 p.m. 

Jordan, a former San 
Francisco police chief, respond¬ 
ed to information provided by a 
young man accompanying 
Streck, who said he worked with 
victim Tony Ray prior to his 
death - and that he had seen a 
man he called “the principal sus¬ 
pect in the case” in a bar with a 
weapon the night before Streck’s 
meeting with Jordan. The mayor 
had an aide take another police 
report and said there would be 
follow-up action. 

Robert Oakes, the gay liaison 


in the mayor’s office, described 
the meeting as “cordial.” 

In earlier meetings with San 
Francisco supervisors Streck 
succeeded in getting the board 
to unanimously pass a resolu¬ 
tion urging the mayor to raise 
the reward in her son’s case 
from $10,000 to $25,000. 

The mayor told Streck the 
$10,000 figure would remain in 
effect at least for now, but would 
be publicized more widely. 

The reward fund is limited, 
Oakes said, “and it’s got to 
come from somewhere.” 

Streck flew here from Rapid 
City, S. D. to focus media atten¬ 
tion on her son’s murder. She 
constantly reiterated that even 
though some 15 bystanders 
reportedly witnessed the after¬ 
noon shooting, no arrest has 
been made. ▼

I f Serial Mom weren’t 
proof enough that cult 
filmmaker John Waters is 
inching his way towards 
the mainstream, here’s another 
clue: Next week, he guest stars 
on the NBC police drama 
Homicide: Life on the Streets 
(Friday, Feb. 24,10 p.m.). In a 
role he’s sure to relish. Waters 
plays a prisoner who’s trans¬ 
ported across state lines to be 
tried in Maryland, where he 
apparently committed his crime. 

What that crime is, the net¬ 
work isn’t saying, but you can 
bet that the “Prince of Puke” 
has researched his character 
thoroughly. After all, this is 
the guy who once said that 
going to a sensational murder 
trial is the only way he can 
relax (you can imagine his 
delight when O.J.’s on the 
tube). 

This isn’t Waters’ first TV 
appearance either. Channel 
surfers may recall he played a 
sleazy Z-grade film director in 
last year’s sleep-inducing soap 
epic Danielle Steele’s Family 
Album.

But don’t think for a second 
that increased queer visibility 
means greater depth for gay 
characters. On the contrary, 
queers are being handled as 
incompetently as ever, with few 


exceptions. One being last 
week’s Seinfeld (NBC, Thurs., 9 
p.m.), on which Elaine (Julia 
Louis-Dreyfus) falls for a gay 
guy she decides she’s going to 
“turn.” Jerry says it’s impossi¬ 
ble. “He’s on the other team,” 
says the comic. “Once you’re on 
the other team, you don’t come 

NYPD Blue (ABC, Tues. 10 
p.m.) and the previously men¬ 
tioned Homicide have also tack¬ 
led gay plotlines this year, and to 
their credit, they’ve approached 
the material head-on, with little 
or no sensationalism. Still, the 
majority of shows that have 
begun to include queer charac¬ 
ters and plots handle them with 
such appalling incompetence 
that my response wavers 
between shock and apathy. 

For example, while NBC’s 
John Larroquette Show (NBC, 
Tues., 9:30 p.m.) recently 
showed Lea DeLaria arm¬ 
wrestling a male cop (“The only 
way she’s taking a dive,” said 
one observer, “is if Cindy 
Crawford’s under the table.”), 
the new Warner Bros, network 
can’t decide if its lesbian news 
anchor on Muscle (KOFY, Wed., 
9:30 p.m.) is butch or femme.

y the time the final 
notes float through the 
War Memorial Opera 
House next Monday 
night (Feb. 20), “Classical 
Action: A Concerted Effort 
Against AIDS,” San Francisco’s 
biggest fundraiser to date in the 
fight against AIDS, will have 
raised close to $ 1 million. 

After years of AIDS walks 
and runs, benefit concerts, and 
even Giants’ baseball games, 
AIDS fundraisers are now 
knocking at the collective door 
of San Francisco’s mainstream 
cultural institutions. The result 
is an unprecedented evening of 


music and dance featuring San 
Francisco’s Opera, Ballet and 
Symphony. It could well set a 
new standard for highbrow 
fundraising nationwide. 

The show gets under way at 
Davies Symphony Hall with 
hosts from the cast of Angels in 
America, Michael Tilson 
Thomas, soprano Carol Vaness, 
baritone Thomas Hampson, 
pianist Evgeny Kissin and fid¬ 
dler/violinist Mark O’Connor. 

During the intermission the 
audience will move across the 
street to the War Memorial 
Opera House where Carol 
Burnett will introduce dancer 
and choreographer Bill T. Jones, 
mezzo-soprano Frederica von

Stade, and the world premiere of 
a ballet choreographed by Helgi 
Tomasson with the Gay Men’s 
Chorus joining Denis de Coteau 
and the Ballet Orchestra. 
Organizers are promising sever¬ 
al special surprises throughout 
the evening in addition to a post¬ 
show party at the Opera House. 

Getting the three major arts 
organizations to work together 
was, in part, the job of 
Production Manager Jeanne 
Rizzo, an energetic, 49-year-old 
lesbian who dealt with unions 
and management companies “to 
create an environment where it 
all works.” She marvels at the 
enormous task that she and the 
“Classical Action” team have 
undertaken. 

“We created an organization 
that could run a small country,” 
Rizzo told me in a recent phone 
interview. “I’m not kidding. 
There are 60 people at planning 
meetings. This is the first time 
you have the Opera, Ballet and 
Symphony working together 
with their various crews and 
staffs, each of whom would like 
to run it themselves. 

“I head what we call the 
‘SWAT Team’. I work with all 
the technical people, production 
managers, stage managers and 
lighting directors. I have to 
know who’s been booked, and 
where they are in the program, 
and then I ask ‘will that work 
technically and logistically?’ So 
if they decide Carol Vaness will 
be followed by Thomas 
Hampson, what happens there? 
What set should come down? 
How should it look?” 

Experienced producer 

Rizzo, who owned and oper¬ 
ated The Great American Music 
Hall until 1992, produced Anna 
Deavere Smith’s Twilight: Los 
Angeles, 1992 on Broadway, 
and now manages pop star 
Ferron. She produces shows for 
Sweet Honey in the Rock and 
comedian Kate Clinton and has 
a long history of lending skills 
to progressive causes, both in 
and out of the gay community. 
She introduced women’s music 
- Cris Williamson, Holly Near, 
Meg Christian, Teresa Trull - to

mainstream audiences and pro¬ 
duced the Glide Memorial 30th 
Anniversary Celebration 
Concert. 

“I want things to make sense 
to me, to be meaningful,” said 
Rizzo. “I got tired of doing the 
Music Hall, tired of having to do 
a lot of music I really didn’t 
believe in to pay the rent. When 
you struggle with being gay 
every day (she came out in 
1984) you just have less toler¬ 
ance for having to do bullshit.” 

In a 1987 car accident, Rizzo 
was hit head-on by a drunk dri¬ 
ver on the Golden Gate Bridge. 
The resulting injuries resulted in 
a long recovery period that fur¬ 
ther strengthened her resolve to 
support causes that matter. It 
also increased her empathy for 
people struggling with personal 
pain. She anxiously recalls a 
time - before coming out - 
when AIDS impacted her ideol¬ 
ogy. 

“I lost some employees at the 
Music Hall to AIDS and a few 
were closeted about their dis¬ 
ease. It was very disturbing to 
me. They left and I didn’t know 
why. I heard they’d died and that 
so disturbed me - that we hadn’t 
created an environment for that 
dialogue. I had just assumed it 
would be an open place for that. 
Once I was out myself it 
changed, but before I hadn’t

communicated across that line.” 

Anticipating success 

Two weeks before the big 
event, Rizzo’s energy and infec¬ 
tious personality were focused 
on the concert. “Classical 
Action” has already reportedly 
raised $800,000 toward its one 
million dollar goal. Because of 
corporate sponsorship and the 
fact that most fees and services 
were donated by the artists 
involved, 100 percent of ticket 
revenues will go directly to the 
beneficiaries: 50 percent to the 
San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation; 40 percent to the 
Tides Foundation for grants to 
AIDS organizations; and 10 per¬ 
cent will be used by “Classical 
Action” to produce similar con¬ 
certs in other cities. 

“Hopefully,” Rizzo said 
enthusiastically, ‘“Classical 
Action’ will serve as a model for 
other cities. The program has 
changed 20 times but everybody 
wants an appropriate blend of 
moving, stirring material that 
isn’t morose but respectful of 
the issue.” T

Skewering Stereotypes 


A uthor James Earl Hardy will read from his 
recently published novel, B-Boy Blues: A 
Seriously Sexy, Fiercely Funny, Black-on- 
Black Love Story, at Modern Times 
Bookstore on Tuesday, Feb. 21 at 7:30 p.m. B-Boy 
Blues touches on issues of masculinity, sexuality, 
homophobia, and self-love in the black community 
and gives contemporary fiction one of its first 
authentic black gay romances.

|||P1I ederico Fellini spent his 
V ,,, whole life fabricating 
myths about himself, 
the better to sell his 
movies and obscure the truth 
about his private life. His work 
incorporates elements of his 
biography, but as John Baxter 
points out in his new book, the 
information his cine¬ 
ma pro¬ 
vides is 
often con¬ 
tradictory. 

So who 
was the 
man behind 
La Strada, 

Nights of 
Cabiria, La 
Dolce Vita, 8 
1/2 and Fellini 
Satyricon ? 

According to 
Baxter, he was 
a peasant who 
made good in 
the big city, a 
shrewd creator 
who knew how to 
motivate actors 
and manipulate 
the money men. A 
typical ploy involved beginning 
a film even though total financ¬ 
ing wasn’t in place, then, having 
gotten his producers in deep 
enough, forcing them to come 
up with the amount he needed 


all along. 

Baxter hypothesizes that 
Amarcord marked the high point 
of Fellini’s creativity. After, the 
playful jamming with his child¬ 
hood that typified his early 
works became less nostalgic, 
more forced: “All his films for 
the next decade would derive 
from his adult experience, and 
be blighted by his inability to 
come to terms with it.” 

Though he 
showed moments 
of greatness 
post -Amarcord, 
his artistry is 
spotty there¬ 
after. Begin¬ 
ning with his 
next film, 
Fellini ’ s 
Casanova 
(which with 
characteris¬ 
tic inconsis¬ 
tency he 
called both 
“the worst 
film I ever 
made” 
and “my 
most 
com¬ 
plete, 
expressive, coura¬ 
geous film”), his efforts were 
equally apt to disappoint as art 
and commerce. 

A heterosexual, Fellini had a 
fascination for homosexuality 
that could be viewed as the flip 
side of Hitchcock’s similar but

'Temporarily Yours' 

AIDS Lite

IDS and comedy make for uneasy partners on 
f|t! I stage. Paul Rudnick proved with Jeffrey that 
laughter commingled with disease can provide 
catharsis as well as welcome relief from the 
turgid drama of life and death. 

Local playwright Doug Holsclaw did not fare as well 
with The Baddest of Boys, which attempted to blend 
AIDS drama with traditional farce. It’s a tricky proposi¬ 
tion making light of something so serious, but the irony 
is that the longer the disease lingers, the more we need a 
laugh. 

Enter local gay playwright (and Bay Times theater 
critic) Tom W. Kelly, whose new AIDS comedy 
Temporarily Yours opened at the New Conservatory 
Theatre last week. Kelly’s one-act is astute enough to 
blend serious AIDS issues - care giving, familial ten¬ 
sions, the strain of mental and physical deterioration - 
with glossy sitcom high jinks. Think The Normal Heart 
meets Three’s Company and you have the idea. If that 
sounds crass, it certainly could be, but in Kelly’s hands 
the light comedy is nicely grounded in the serious reali¬ 
ty of living with AIDS. 

Switching personaes 

In the tropical environs of Hawaii, cynical, wise¬ 
cracking PWA Joey has moved in with lovable Eric, his 
former lover. Their break-up wasn’t easy and a lingering 
uneasiness has begun to hamper caregiving. The tension 
in the former lovers’ relationship is further compounded 
by the arrival of drawling stud Billy, whose designs are 
set on Eric and Eric’s bible-thumping, homophobic 
mother, Helen. 

The TV-friendly farce swings into gear when Helen, 
in a righteous rage, absentmindedly reads from a book of 
white magic that Joey acquired in the hope of finding a 
spell to cure his disease. In a funny bit of “special 
effects” choreography, the souls of the people in the 
room switch bodies. Ultra-hetero Helen is now housed 
within Billy’s sleek, gay muscles, the formerly muscle- 
bound Billy is now in Joey’s AIDS-ravaged body, and the

formerly infirm Joey is transported to Helen’s able but 
aged body. 

Before the play is over, the three body switchers make 
another body switch (Helen is given the opportunity to 
see the world through the eyes of a gay man with AIDS 
while Joey is given Billy’s beautiful, healthy body) 
before they return to their own bodies having learned the 
requisite “important life lesson” about compassion and 
understanding. 

The real joy of Temporarily Yours is in watching the 
actors’ delight in assuming several personalities over the 
course of the show. Only Charles Polly, as the wan, 
bewildered Eric, plays a single character for the duration 
of the show. The other three actors bring an invigorating 
vitality to the silly plot, skillfully imbuing each body 
switch with the right amount of believability. Nathan 
Wallick as Billy is an awkward rube until Helen’s indig¬ 
nant, God-fearing spirit takes him over. When he slips on 


Helen’s pink muumuu, he really comes alive. Very funny 
Mary Watson as Helen doesn’t appear at all sorry to leave 
the bigoted Helen behind to try her hand at playing two 
very different gay men. Craig Dickerson as the brittle but 
determined Joey gives the most grounded performance. 
His solid presence ensures the integrity of the AIDS plot 
and allows the drama to provide a very real counter to the 
-magical whimsy. 

Cramped quarters 

Director Jeff Thompson maintains a crisp pace, but 
his staging is constantly defeated by the small New 
Conservatory studio space. The audience is crammed 
shoulder to shoulder into the few rows of seats, and those 
behind the second row have to struggle to see any of the 
action downstage. Whenever anyone sits on the couch - 
and on a living room set people are sitting on couches 
often - the actor is lost in a sea of heads. The intimacy of 
the studio is nice for a small production like this, but the 
cramped quarters makes for an uncomfortable, some¬ 
times frustrating experience. 

The one-liners and the steady stream of “new body 
jokes” - a man suddenly realizes he has breasts, clutches 
them and says, ‘They’re like water balloons” - provide 
frequent amusement, but in the end, when, in true sitcom 
style, everything has been resolved too easily and every¬ 
one has learned their life-affirming lessons, the reality of 
the AIDS plot lingers. The newly non-homophobic Helen 
makes her exit promising to be a better caretaker for 
Joey. Oddly enough, she’s also clutching the book of 
white magic. Her plan is to cast spells that make money 
fall from the sky and to find a spell to cure Joey. It’s a 
nice idea, but it just doesn’t fly. 

A light piece of theater like Temporarily Yours should 
leave us with some little sense of hope or a lingering grin, 
but this offering just seems, unfortunately, too fantastical. 
If only a cure for AIDS were as easy as reading a magic 
spell. T

A recent case in point was last 
week’s four-day run of Judith 
Alexa Jackson’s WOMBman 
Wars, the opening show in the 
Lorraine Hansberry Theatre’s 
Black History Month perfor¬ 
mance series, “Lift Every Voice.” 
This savage, if somewhat over¬ 
done, one-woman piece uses the 
Anita Hill-Clarence Thomas 
hearings and the Mike Tyson- 
Desiree Washington rape case to 
explore sexism in the African 
American community. 

Jackson’s powerful perfor¬ 
mance aside, the questions raised 
by the piece are more about its 
accessibility than its validity. Is 
Jackson successful in rendering 
her political content in theatrical 
and human form? Do Jackson’s 
situations and characters tran¬ 
scend their historical and social 
milieu? 

No - and yes - to both ques¬ 
tions. 

As directed by Peter Mclsaac, 
WOMBman Wars is, essentially, a 
topical piece. Jackson, who is 
from New York, weaves satirical 
sketches on the Hill-Thomas 
hearings and Tyson trial with the 
story of an African American cou¬ 
ple whose silent grief over a mis¬ 
carried son is hampering their 
ability to nurture their feisty 
daughter. 

Resonance between the two 
threads is created by a stream of 
characters - from the archetypal 
“bad woman” Jezebel to bum¬ 
bling senators - skillfully con¬ 
jured by Jackson on a sparsely set 
stage. Her portrayal of a televi¬ 
sion news reporter who spices up 
the headlines with eye-popping 
thrusts of cleavage is particularly 
deft and funny. 

Bitter aftertaste 

Its sharp humor notwithstand¬ 
ing, the material on Hill, Thomas 
and T^son feels dated and obvi¬ 


ous, and Jackson wields it with 
the subtlety of a sledgehammer. 
Points amply made in individual 
scenes are driven home by unnec¬ 
essary repetition and characteri¬ 
zations broad to the point of 
stereotype. A brainless Desiree 
Washington and Neanderthal, 
salivating Tyson, for example, 
evoke quick laughs but leave an 
uncomfortable aftertaste. 

The connections between 
things personal and political are 
more effectively and authentically 
drawn in the family scenes. Here, 
sexual divisions within the 
African American community are 
played out in the bickering of 
husband and wife over the Hill- 
Thomas hearings and whether or 
not to punish their daughter for 
fighting back when the boy next 
door tears her dress. 

The theme of female subordi¬ 
nation, and specifically the spiri¬ 
tual abandonment and breaking of 
female children, that emerges 
from these scenes is both urgently 
contemporary and timeless. 
Jackson also allows the characters 
here more depth (and contradic¬ 
tion), like the father who is all 
macho bluster when talking with 
his wife, but who muses in private 
over his tender, protective feel¬ 
ings toward his daughter. 

In the end, the strengths and 
weaknesses of WOMBman Wars 
are those of political art, and 
indeed all art, in general. What 
limits accessibility - however 
technically or formally remark¬ 
able - ultimately detracts from 
the work. Human content 
remains. 

“Lift Every Voice” continues 
this weekend with performances 
by Emmet Powell and the Gospel 
Elites and Arvis Strickling-Jones 
and the Gospel Voices of the Bay 
Area. The series closes the fol¬ 
lowing weekend with A Fish With 
Frog’s Eyes, the world premiere 
of a new work by local gay play¬ 
wright and performer Wayne 
Corbitt.

Best of the Bad 


Accidental hilarity 

The premise alone should set 
off the kitsch alarms: seven 
characterless women friends of 
a recently deceased, quirky, col¬ 
orful gay man gather in his 
quirky, colorful loft to share 
their grief, mend old wounds, 
and reaffirm friendships. As the 
women chat, drink, fight, giggle 
and bond, the colorful, quirky 
ghost of the gay man hovers 
over the stage offering such 
comments as: “It’s not too late. 
Love doesn’t change; it’s just 
different” and “You never really 
give them up, not really. Love 
isn’t that fragile.” 

It’s like Love Story fused 
with The Big Chill by way of the 
Lifetime cable network for 
women. At times, the script is so 
unintentionally funny it 
approaches high camp. 

Because the deceased was so 
colorful and quirky, his closet is 
chock-full of theatrical cos¬ 
tumes. So as the women enter 
the loft, they must make a pil¬ 
grimage to the closet and try 
something on for size. When 
each woman emerges as some¬ 
one else - belly dancer, chicken, 
clown, etc. - the get-ups only 
add to the hilarity of lines like, 
“I guess some people react to 
emotional situations with laugh¬ 
ter and some with tears” and 
“His whole life was a costume 
party, and we, my lovelies, were 
his beloved props.” How can 
such gritty pieces of wisdom 
like “Death is the ultimate thief 
- it enters our lives and steals 
the people we love” not bring a 
grin? 


Killer script 

Wave upon wave of schmaltz 
rolls from the stage into the 
audience as the women toast 
their dead friend, fill each other 
in on their lives, and mine deep 
truths from their deep souls. The 
actors are all capable profes¬ 
sionals, but with a script like 
this one, they don’t stand a 
chance. 

Pity poor Catherine 
Castellanos (who also co-direct- 
ed) as Ari, the emotional parent 
of the group. Castellanos makes 
an earnest effort to be real, to 
give her lines a casual, natural

eartfelt but dreadful. 

There’s no getting 
: around the fact that 

Jane Stolworthy 
Smith’s new play Pineapples at 
the Actors Theatre is just plain 
awful. Whatever inspired the 
usually reliable Actors Theatre 
to veer away from its production 
of classic American drama and 
take a chance on a new play is a 
mystery. 

At best, Pineapples is in the 
preliminary workshop stage. It 
is hardly ready for an all-out 
production. The resulting deba¬ 
cle makes the cast of eight look 
ridiculous, suggests that director 
Keith Phillips is inept, and 
stains the Actors Theatre’s oth¬ 
erwise solid reputation. 

That said, Pineapples is the 
best bad play to appear so far 
this year. Just as truly excellent 
theatre inspires as it entertains, 
truly bad theatre entertains 
through the sheer force of its 
insipid blustering. Pineapples, 
in all its pop-psychology, trea¬ 
cly emotional glory is just such 
a bad play. 


quality. But by trying so hard, 
she only calls attention to the 
impossible task of making this 
dreck sound real. 

Each actor has a moment 
or two of lucid connection to 
an idea of the character, but 
it’s only a glimmer. The most 
hapless role in the play, per¬ 
haps in any play written in the 
last decade, goes to Finn 
Curtin as the deceased, 
Gabriel Garbo. Trying to look 
wistful and caring, Curtin has 
to maneuver invisibly through 
the gathering and utter terri¬ 
ble lines like, “Thank you ... 
thank you for being there. I 
wish I had said it more. 
Thank you, my earth mother 
friend.” 

Based on the bad writing and 
the heavy-handed direction on 
display here, it’s hard to believe 
this is the same enlightened 
Actors Theatre that produced 
the wrenching AIDS drama The 
Raft of the Medusa or the lyrical

The Brady family is just too cute for words, perhaps a little too cute. 


(Michael McKean) wants them 
to move to make way for a mini¬ 
mall in which he’s invested. 

Yet, despite this chicanery, 
the good-natured optimism 
we’ve come to expect from 
these folks keeps everybody 
smiling. Perhaps the only bad 


egg in the family is four-eyed 
Jan (Jennifer Elise Cox), who’s 
coming down with a case of 
“middle child syndrome.” 
Compared to her older sister 
Marcia, Jan is a loser. She’s 
ugly, she’s boring, and she’s 
beginning to hear voices in her 


head. 

But beyond the minor 
internecine struggles the family 
experiences, and the obvious 
incongruous gag of their stuck- 
in-the-’70s MO, there isn’t 
much left to the film. As direct¬ 
ed by Betty Thomas (best 
known for her role as Sergeant 
Lucy Bates on Hill Street 
Blues), the end result is as flat 
and boring as the original series. 

The film does, however, have 
its moments. Rosanna Norton’s 
costumes fondly evoke the pat¬ 
terned, polyester abandon of the 
’70s and Steven Jordan’s period 
sets are equally faithful and not 
unfunny. (Glass strawberries on 


the coffee table and Mike’s bed¬ 
side book by Jonathan 
Livingston Seagull are perfectly 
wonderful touches.) 

Inveigling queers 

The casting is also quite 
good. In fact, the girls look so 
much like the originals, it’s a lit¬ 
tle eerie. As well, there are the 
requisite cameos by Henderson, 
Barry Williams (the original 
Greg), Ann B. Davis (the origi¬ 
nal maid, Alice), Davy Jones of 
the Monkees, and the over¬ 
exposed RuPaul. 

Which brings us to the film’s 
queer content. Though the pre¬ 
press on Ru’s cameo has been 
overwhelming, her minuscule 
appearance on film is so small 
it’s almost offensive. Playing 
the school guidance counselor 
for less than a nano-second, she 
comes off as a gimmick to lure 
queers into the theatre. 

There are some other queer 
elements in the film, but they 
seem gratuitous - a hip, ’90s 
twist to an otherwise milque¬ 
toast script. For instance, 
Marcia’s best friend Noreen 
(Alanna Ubach) is a scarf-head¬ 
ed dyke who’s in love with the 
pretty Brady girl. There’s an 
interracial gay couple living in 
the Brady’s neighborhood, but 
you have to look hard to catch 
them at the film’s close. Even 
the new Alice (Henriette 
Mantel) is transformed into a 
strange, sex-starved spinster all 
too conscious of her own sexual 
shortcomings. 

Aside from the film’s lacklus¬ 
ter screenplay - a testosterone- 
driven male classmate of 
Marcia’s says, “She’s harder to 
get into than a Pearl Jam con¬ 
cert”- what hurts this film most is 
its own premise. It’s one thing to 
take an outrageously weird char¬ 
acter, like The Addams Family’s 
Morticia, and expand her larger- 
than-life persona for the big 
screen. But if the Brady Family’s 
continued appeal is their goody- 
two-shoes banality, then how 
does one successfully expand on 
blandness? You can’t. V

The film’s four screenwriters 
(Laurice Elehwany, Rick Copp, 
Bonnie Turner and Terry 
Turner) try to exploit this lost 
innocence by removing the 
Bradys from their own time 
frame and dropping them in the 
nightmarish Oz of 1995 Los 
Angeles. Sex, drugs and violent 
crime may be spiraling around 
us, but here come the Bradys - 
all dressed up in their hukapoo 
shirts and flared, polyester bells 
- a living, breathing, collective 
anachronism. 

While Long doles out loopy 
advice to her kids - “It looks 
like rain,” she tells Marcia 
(Christine Taylor), “You better 
take your shawl” - husband 
Mike (Gary Cole) offers up 
absurd philosophical nuggets 
like, “Alone we can only move 
buckets, but together we can 
drain rivers.” 

True to the film’s tough-as- 
nails setting, the film’s heroes 
are beset by a motley assortment 
of creeps, villains and unfortu¬ 
nate circumstances - the bank 
intends to foreclose on the 
Brady house for back taxes;

12th Annual Miami Film Festival 

Miami Vice(s)

. he 12th annual Miami 

; Film Festival was the 
big news in South 
Florida last week. Stars, 
socialites and queens of every 
stripe showed up to see how 
glamorous glamour can be in 
Hollywood East. 

The offerings, selected by 
festival director Nat Chediak, 
were choice and very interna¬ 
tional: the festival boasted 26 
films from 16 countries. There 
were two U.S. premieres plus 
winners from the Cannes, 
Venice and Montreal festivals. 
Of course, a little gay content 
was spotted here and there, even 
at the opening night pre-screen¬ 
ing gala for Miami Rhapsody. 

Among those attending were 
Sylvester Stallone and ... . Well, 
someone must have known the 
other folks. The women were 
beautifully coifed and expen¬ 
sively gowned - their breasts 
raised to enormous heights. Any 
lesbians into cleavage would 
have thought they’d died and 
gone to a heaven where halos 
were replaced by Wonder Bras. 

Homosexual men were hard¬ 
er to find. It’s strange how a 
tuxedo can homogenize Quentin 
Crisp and Darryl Strawberry 
into twins. Standing out amidst 
all this dark clothing was fabu¬ 
lous gay wit Michael Musto, 
who revealed that plying 
strangers with alcohol doesn’t 
really turn them into date mate¬ 
rial. 

But a film festival is really 
about films, and none was more 
majestic than Gerard Corbiau’s 
Farinelli. This incestuous 
Amadeus- type story tells of an 
older brother, a composer, who 
has his sibling castrated so the 
boy’s beautiful voice can 
enhance his music forever. The 
boy, Farinelli, grows up to be 
the heartthrob of Europe. With 
groupies constantly throwing 
themselves at him, he takes 
them to bed, arousing them with 
his beauty, fame and foreplay. 
Then at a prearranged moment, 
his brother steps in and finishes 
off the act. It’s a complex, rivet¬ 
ing feature. 

Miami Rhapsody doesn’t 
have any gay characters, but it 
does have a male nurse por¬ 
trayed by Antonio Banderas, 
who everyone thinks is gay. The 
sexually charged actor who 
romped through many Pedro 
Almodovar films, not to men¬ 
tion Philadelphia and Interview 
With a Vampire , held a press 
conference during the festival in 
which he told a reporter he did¬ 
n’t mind being pegged a homo 
because “it must be because I’m 
a good actor.” After the laughter 
died down, he explained: “I 
don’t have any problem playing 
homosexuals. All of my life 
when I was working with 
Almodovar, people believed I 
was homosexual. ... But I have 
no problems playing gay char¬ 
acters, and I respect a lot of the 
gay community. And I play 
them very straight, not so far 
from what I really am.” 

Must-see biopic 

For hard-drinking, self-pity¬ 
ing bisexual women out there, 
Arturo Ripstein’s Queen of the 
Night will inspire deja vu. This 
morose biopic follows the later 
years of Lucha Reyes, who is 
considered today the greatest 


singer of popular Mexican 
music. Reyes, who never knew 
her father, was born in her moth¬ 
er’s brothel. Her life makes Judy 
Garland’s seem like Kathie 
Lee’s. 

Reyes was alcoholic, fell 
madly in love with both men 
and women, was extremely 
jealous, and drove everyone 
who cared for her insane. 
Reyes’ craziness stemmed from 
her diabolical mother, who 
demeaned the star whenever she 
could: “Why would anyone 
love you? Look at yourself. 
They’re after your money or 
fame.” Mom also used her 
child’s lesbianism as a sledge¬ 
hammer. She falsely accused 
Reyes of molesting her adopted 
daughter and then battered her 
while dragging her to a crucifix 
surrounded by flaming candles 
to receive the Lord’s forgive¬ 
ness. 

In the end, Reyes committed

suicide while locked in her 
bathroom. Her mother sat out¬ 


side, knowing she could save 
her daughter’s life. As she 
sewed, she told her grand¬ 
daughter, “Sometimes it’s better 
to finish off a wounded animal 
.... I can go rest now that my lit¬ 
tle girl has finally found tran¬ 
quillity.” 

With lively music, an uneven 
script and direction, and light¬ 
ing out of your closet, the film 
is a must-see because of 
Patricia Reyes Spindola’s per¬ 
formance in the lead. She’s 
searing. How she veers from 
pride to vanity to anguish to 
self-destruction to sexual com¬ 
pulsion and back again is singu¬ 
larly brilliant. 

A million miles in a com¬ 
pletely different direction was A 
Conversation With Gregory 
Peck in which the actor had 
nothing gay to say and no one 
had anything gay to ask him. He 
told anecdotes about his father 
and his early career and 


answered questions about his 
favorite actress (Ava Gardner), 
his favorite shooting experience 
(Roman Holiday), and what 
career he would have chosen if 
he hadn’t become an actor (a 
doctor). Yawn. 

Finally, festival attendees got 
to see Atom Egoyan’s latest 
film. Exotica, an offbeat tale 
about a man whose sexually 
tinged love for his murdered 
daughter is rekindled by a 
young woman who works in a 
strip joint. A cast of unusual 
characters seasons this oddly 
beguiling brew. The film, which 
opens March 3 in San Francisco, 
also features an attractive gay 
man who picks up young men at 
the ballet. 

Now if I had come back with 
a tan, everything would have 
been perfect. But then again, 
the rainy, windy, chilly weather 
was perfect for a week of cellu¬ 
loid. T

Pansy Division Wows Young Green Day Fans

ourtney Love is a big 
H ' fan. So is MTV’s Kurt 
Loder, who profiled 
them in an MTV News 
segment on “queer punk.” Two 
months ago, they played for a 
crowd of 16,000 at Madison 
Square Garden. They just 
returned from a successful tour 
of the South and are about to 
embark on a month-long tour of 
Australia and New Zealand. 
“They” are Pansy Division, San 
Francisco’s own in-your-face, 
all-gay punk band. And yes, 
they quit their day jobs. 

“Now, even in places where 
we don’t think there will be any¬ 
one to see us, people are pop¬ 
ping up!” exclaimed singer-gui¬ 
tarist Jon Ginoli in a recent 
B.A.R. interview. 

And it’s true. Since the 
release of their second album. 
Deflowered, Pansy Division has 
become decidedly more well- 
known. Touring the country 
almost nonstop, their career got 
a big boost from former label- 
mates Green Day, who asked 
them to be the opening band for 
their fall tour. Ironically, no one 


in Pansy Division had even seen 
Green Day perform, much less 
met the band. 

“It turned out that they were 
fans of ours,” explains Ginoli. 
“They thought that we were just 
the right thing for their newly 
recruited MTV fans, who per¬ 
haps didn’t realize that they’d 
come up from the underground. 
Bringing us along not only 
blows the minds of certain fans, 
it shows that they know where 
they came from.” 

Where they came from is the 
same place Pansy Division is 
now, Berkeley’s independent 
punk labeh Lookout! Records. 
This week, the Pansies will 
release their third album. Pile 
Up, a compilation of various 7” 
singles and B-sides. Containing 
such gems as “Bill & Ted’s 
Homosexual Adventure” and 
the now classic Nirvana cover, 
“Smells Like Queer Spirit,” Pile 
Up is the perfect primer for 
Pansy Division initiates. 

New sense 
off responsibility 

And there are lots of those, 
given the exposure the band got 
opening for Green Day. 
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Accustomed to playing small 
clubs, it was a bit of a shock for 
the Pansies to be thrust in front 
of an audience of thousands, 
most of whom had never heard 
of them. Though daunting, it 
was a task the band relished. 

“I was surprised by how 
many people we were able to 
reach every night,” says Ginoli. 
“Some people were really 
turned into fans.” 

Another surprise for Ginoli 
was the mostly teenage crowd. 
“They were so young,” he says, 
“that it felt like doing queer out¬ 
reach! The younger people out 
there now are much more 
accepting of gay people than 
when Chris [Freeman] and 1 
were in high school.” 

Recognizing this has made 
Ginoli aware of a new feeling of 
social responsibility. “Just 
planting the idea that it’s okay to 
be gay - ‘Look at these guys, 
they’re up on stage, they’re gay, 
the audience likes them, people 
are applauding’ - that’s a posi¬ 
tive thing. So I see us as having 
a certain amount of responsibil¬ 
ity, because I did not think that 
at this stage in my life. I’d be 
playing for audiences this 
young.” 

Sex positive 

While bassist Chris Freeman 
certainly gets his kicks playing 
in the band, he sees his partic¬ 
ipation as a payback of sorts. 
“When I was 10 or 11,” he 
explains, “my life just complete¬ 
ly shattered. The only thing that 
was really solid for me was 
being able to sleep with the 
radio. And it really kept me 
going. I’d listen to these songs 
that seemed to speak directly to 
what I was going through - or 
maybe I was just projecting. 

“When I got older, I realized 
that what I wanted to do was 
something that gives someone 
else the kind of feelings that I 
got when I was a kid listening to 


music. I wanted to be that for 
somebody else. So when I 
hooked up with Jon, it was like, 
‘This is so perfect! This is it!’ I 
didn’t think it was going to be as 
big as it was, but I thought, 
‘Great! This is something for 
me to do that is going to con¬ 
tribute to somebody.’ And now 
we get letters from kids who are 
coming out because of us. I 
think that’s really cool!” 

With their sex-positive songs 
and upfront attitude. Pansy 
Division continues to open 
minds with jubilant bursts of 
pop-punk energy. “It helps that 
it’s humorous because then it’s 
an easier pill to swallow,” says 
Freeman. “It’s not like we’re 
preaching at anybody.” 

“I really have to watch it,” 


warns Ginoli. “My bad songs 
are preachy.” 

Though Pansy Division does 
have a few serious songs, like 
“Deep Water” and “Denny,” the 
band seems much more com¬ 
fortable having fun. “That’s the 
reason we’re doing this,” says 
Ginoli. “And that was the thing 
- I didn’t feel like I could have 
fun to the fullest extent unless I 
could be out in a band. So hav¬ 
ing it succeed makes us want to 
jump up and down and go, 
‘Whoooo!’ ” 

And considering the number 
of queer teens across the coun¬ 
try who are discovering Pansy 
Division, Ginoli and Freeman 
are, no doubt, not the only ones 
jumping up and down and 
going, “Whoooo!” ▼

Fearless

hat other avant garde com¬ 
poser would think of pairing 
performance diva Justin 
Bond with Faith No More 
rock star Mike Patton on a “dance/ indus¬ 
trial/ genderfuck/ domination-submission 
love duet”? 

What other new music maestro would 
solicit contributions for a new album 
from artists as disparate as British guitar 
pioneer Fred Frith, Lynn Breedlove of 
dyke hard-core band Tribe 8, Absolut 
Manpussy performer Christian Huygen, 
and Raz Kennedy of Bobby McFerrin’s 
Voicestra? 

The answer is none other than San 
Francisco composer Bob Ostertag, whose 
new CD Fear No Love is just out on 
Avant, a Japanese record label curated by 
new music whiz John Zorn. In the past 
few years Ostertag has recorded elaborate 
computer-interface assemblages of jazz 
improvisations (Say No More), the 
Kronos Quartet playing string transcrip¬ 
tions of the AB 101 riots (All the Rage) 
and collaborations with Zorn and Firth 
(Attention Span ). But Fear No Love is a 
clear departure from all of these projects, 
to wit: all the songs have a clear down- 
beat, and you can definitely dance to 
them. Here’s funky dance music with the 
wit and invention of new music at its 
compositional heart. 

The songs’ lyrics (most of them writ¬ 
ten by Sara Miles) are sex-positive, love¬ 
positive, HIV positive. As Raz Kennedy 
sings on the disc’s best cut, “Positive” 
(described in the press release as an 
“HIV+/ ambient/ techno/soul tour de 
force ”), “Boy you make me want to live/ 


absolutely positive/ that all the love I got 
to give/ has no fear.” Ostertag and Miles 
have written a ballad sweet in its melody 
and smart in its personal politics. This is 
music to drink “smart drinks,” munch vit¬ 
amins and read Poz magazine to. 

The operative principle in casting 
musicians and vocalists seems to have 
been the desire to create unusual settings 
and textures. On the first cut, “Scared of 
Love,” local writer Christian Huygen 
spits out a rap in a New Yorky voice 
which seems rather below his usual regis¬ 
ter. I’m told that someone’s sock was 
used over the microphone as an 
impromptu filter during the recording. 
The result is a jeering tone which taunts 
the listener, “There’s one thing/ that don’t 
scare me/ and if it didn’t scare you/ 
maybe you’d be free/ I’m not scared of 
love.” 

The most inspired coupling here is a 
vocal duet between femme chanteuse 
Justin Bond and butch rocker Mike 
Patton (with Fred Frith on guitar and 
bass, and Ostertag sampling various 
industrial sounds!). “The Man in the Blue 
Slip” has Patton intoning the title line 
while Bond implores, “Slip it off/ slip it 
off off’ & etc. It’s a catchy, demented 
tune with the added bonus of Bond “ad¬ 
lib” flattering Patton on his voice and his 
soul (“I don’t mean to be objectifying, but 
... ”) at the very end. The two dissimilar 
talents jibe together real nice; in fact, the 
whole ensemble definitely gets into a 
groove here. 

Fear No Love is, in its composer’s 
words, “a very San Francisco kind of 
thing, in the best sense.” He’s right: his 
project has the openness to experimenta¬ 
tion, the “Sex, Yes! Prudishness, No!” 


stance, and the wealth of talent that we 
value in our little corner of the world. 
Maybe this disc will get some main¬ 
stream attention, maybe it won’t. But 


those of us lucky enough to encounter it 
in its Japanese pressing will know what 
the world of graph-paper dance music is 
missing. T

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Moshing With SF's Tribe 8 

Queens of Hellfire

v he boundaries of Queer- 
core, the gay and les¬ 
bian wing of the new 
punk rock resurgence, 
are being put to the test these 
days by the popular San 
Francisco band Tribe 8. The 
band, which consists of five les¬ 
bians, commingles the speed 
and agility of punk rock with the 
sexy bass throb of heavy metal 
to create a sound that can whip 
an audience into a state of 
absolute frenzy. 

I caught up with the band 
recently at a party celebrating 
their first full-length release. 
Fist City, now out on Jello 
Biafra’s Alternative Tentacles 
label. The onstage performance 
by lead singer Lynn Breedlove, 
renown from Amsterdam to 
New York and various locales in 
between, was nothing less than 
riveting as she rattled off the 
lyrics from “Seraphim” while 
working her infamous bare¬ 
breasted, nipple-twisting antics: 


“Open your mouth and take the 
host/this is my blood/this is my 
body/taste the wine/open your 
throat/I am your lord ...” 

Tribe 8 guitarists Leslie Mah 
and Lynn Flipper led the assault, 
showcasing such tracks as the 
hilarious “Femme Butch Top” 
and an ode to a drug addict girl¬ 
friend, “Kick.” Their licks ran 
the gamut, from AC/DC to Joan 
Jett. The rhythm section, bassist 
Lynn Payne and drummer Slade 
Bellum, were as sharp as tacks, 
nailing everything from Green 
Day grind to blues to ’70s arena 
rock. 

Style and energy 

I was amazed not only by 
Tribe 8’s energy but also by 
their uncanny ability to shift 
from nearly out of control punk 
to a loving R & B cover of 
Aretha Franklin’s “Think”( also 
on Fist City). Yet despite their 
energy, the band exerts com¬ 
plete control over their instru¬ 
ments and material, unlike 
another all-woman band, the 
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Go-Go’s, who never rose far 
beyond the blinkered perimeter 
of LA’s early ’80s punk scene. 

But by far the most exciting 
thing about Tribe 8 is the band’s 
collective refusal to be catego¬ 
rized, pigeonholed or ghet¬ 
toized. Lynn Breedlove is a rock 
star ready to explode with origi¬ 
nality, like a Jim Morrison or 
any other true rock legend. She 
is a lesbian, and it’s true that her 
groupies sport plenty of nipple 
piercings, but any statements of 
groupthink here are secondary 
to the task of making music. 
Breedlove and Tribe 8 are rock¬ 
ers first and foremost. The band 
provides fertile ground for some 
of Breedlove’s in-your-face 
lyrics, but nothing could run this 
group into a comer or suggest 
for a minute that they could be 
easily constrained by PC senti¬ 
ments. 

That’s not to say that Tribe 8 
sounds like het counterparts 
Joan Jett or Kim Gordon’s new 
outfit. Free Kitten. Tribe 8’s 
queer status is completely inte¬ 
grated into their image. They 
even pay tribute to gay men with 
the track “Romeo & Julio,” an 
ode to the sexually free past, a 
time before AIDS and safe sex: 
“Sex; do you remember master 
and slave?/in another life/you 
took every salty inch of love I 
gave/do you remember/muscle 
boy days?” 

With real rock star presence 
and incredible musical energy, 
Tribe 8 is going nowhere but up. 
Lead singer Breedlove vowed 
that it won’t be long before 
supercute guitarist Flipper finds 
her picture tacked to the bed¬ 
room walls of every teenage girl 
in America. That dream may 
just come true, whether mom 
and dad like it or not. ▼ 


INTERVIEW 


I Interviewed Tribe 8's drummer, 

Slade Bellum, a few days after the band 
performed at Bottom of the Hill. 

The following are excerpts from 
that conversation: 

Kelly Lemieux: How did the band 
get the name Tribe 8? 

Slade: The name comes from the Latin word 
“tribadism," meaning "unnatural vice between 
women." 

What bands influence your sound? 

Old punk and R & B are the two main influences, 
and bands like X, Black Flag, 7 Year Bitch, Bikini 
Kill, Patti Smith and The Doors. 

Do politics play a major part of Tribe 8s aesthetic, 
or do you just wanna rock? 

Trying to stay focused on just being a band is 
difficult. But we do have a strong Anarchist base, 
which is more appreciated in Europe than here. 

What do you think about the attention being paid 
to queer rock by mainstream labels and media? 

The attention is good because of the information 
that gets out there. I think it's great that young 
women see us and realize it's okay to join a band 
and play an instrument. They see us as role 
models. When I started playing the drums, 
it was considered really weird. 

What is your favorite game? 

Truth or Dare, of course.

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WHERE TO EXPERIENCE QUEER PUNK IN SF

“Punk has always been an 
expression of rebellion against 
conformity and middle-class 
values,” says Allison 
Hennessey, lead singer for 
Random Violet. “That’s why 
the queer scene and the punk 
scene have always been linked. 
Both are about breaking free 
from what everyone else is 
doing and discovering who you 
are.” 

And people are discovering 
who they are, especially in San 
Francisco where the dyke punk 
scene has been growing for sev¬ 
eral years. 

“Four years ago, everybody 
was desperate for any kind of 
punk dyke shit,” proclaims 
Tribe 8 singer Lynn 
Breedlove. “So they saw us and 
went crazy! We were shitty, we 
were terrible! But they didn’t 
care! It was punk rock - we did¬ 
n’t have to know how to play!” 

At the same time, 
Downtown Donna, DJ and 
owner of Faster Pussycat, was 
spinning more and more rock 
music at her club. “We wanted 
to throw different kinds of 
music in,” she recalls. “So we 
said, let’s get a band in here and 
see what happens. And the first 
band we had was Tribe 8. Girls 
came out of the woodwork for 
it! A lot of girls hated them, yet 
slowly but surely we started 
booking more bands.” 

Craving for the freaky 

“People had a real craving 
for the freaky queer punk 
thing,” says Diet Popstitute. 
His five-year-old venue 
Klubstitute has influenced 
many, including transplanted 
Londoner Annie Toone of the 
“dykeabilly” band Bucktooth 
Varmints. “It’s maybe the sin¬ 
gle biggest reason I moved back 
to San Francisco,” she claims. 
These two clubs, along with 
Nancy Kravitz’ Female 
Trouble, were crucial to kick- 
starting the scene, because there 
were few places willing to take 
a chance on dyke punk bands. 

“I’ve been playing punk rock 
for a long time, and it’s been 
very hard as a dyke,” says Slade 
Bellum, the drummer for Tribe 
8. “For years, everyone was 
like, ‘Keep it quiet.’ So in a way, 
it’s really positive, things have 
changed. I see bands coming 
up, and they’re not afraid, 
they’re not struggling the way I 
had to just to get seen.” 

And dyke punks are being 
seen. In the clubs and on the 
streets, it seems like every les¬ 
bian under 30 has at least one 
facial piercing these days. So, is 
the punk thing among dykes 
just a fashion thing? “Yeah, 
some of it is trendy right now,” 
says Downtown Donna. “I’m a 
little cynical about it, but only 
because I went through that 
scene when I was a teenager. So 
to see it happen again, all the 
colored hair and the piercings, 
it’s kind of cute. It’s just good to 
see that it’s not something that’s 
gone away.” 

In fact, if anything, the scene 
just keeps getting larger. “You 
have all these girls starting 
bands now, and I think that’s 
good,” says Junkyard, who 
runs the punk dance club Junk. 
“The one thing that’s there is 
that punk rock attitude of ‘We 
can do it!’ ” 

“However,” counters Zanne, 
her partner, “you get a lot of 
bands that sound totally bad. 
But they’ll be saying all the 
right stuff, and the people who 
love them don’t care what they 


sound like.” 

Though hardly a band that 
sounds bad. Tribe 8 definitely 
says “all the right stuff.” Much 
of their material addresses 
oppression and homophobia, as 
do a few songs by fellow bands 
Ms. Fister and Aint. But there 
are just as many others that take 
a more matter-of-fact approach. 
These are usually bands with 
members of mixed sexual per¬ 
suasions, such as the 
Mudwimin, Stone Fox, the 
Hail Marys and Random 
Violet. “We’re not really queer 
in the political sense, like Tribe 
8 is,” says Random Violet’s 
Allison Hennessey. “But it’s 
obvious that when I sing love 
songs, they’re about girls.” 

The Hail Marys take a simi¬ 
lar tack. “We’re not really into 
the anger thing,” says lead 
singer Jackie Strano. “We’re 
more into sarcasm. But I know 
some people need an identity, 
that they need to align them¬ 
selves. And if it gives them that 
empowerment, then they should 
go for it. But I’m over the label¬ 
ing thing.” 

Lose the label 

A label that is sometimes 
incorrectly applied is the now 
dated tag “riot grrrl.” This erro¬ 
neous term is one that many of 
the aforementioned bands 
detest. “A lot of these ‘riot grr- 
rls’ seem to be from upper mid¬ 
dle-class backgrounds,” says 
Jackie. “They’re just sitting 
around saying penises are bad, 
bad, bad. I know that when I 
first came out I was into that 
whole separatist ideology. But 
you can’t expect to get respect 
if you don’t give it.” 

Something else that sets 
these bands apart from the riot 
grrrl movement is their inclina¬ 
tion to be in the media spotlight. 
“We would never turn down an 
interview, because we want to 
get it out there,” says Lynn 
Flipper, guitarist for Tribe 8. 
“Dykes are so invisible most of 
the time, and I think a lot of 
these riot grrrl bands were turn¬ 
ing down an opportunity.” 

“It’s all getting a lot of atten¬ 
tion,” says Tribe 8’s other gui¬ 
tarist, Leslie Mah. “But in a 
way, it’s a really good thing, 
because a lot of other women, 
like young girls, will have role 
models and maybe won’t have 
to look so far. But they’re still 
not going to find them on 
MTV.” 

That is, unless they’re the 
now defunct 4 Non-Blondes. 
Their huge success two years 
ago definitely had an impact on 
other bands, due largely to the 
fact that they all got their start at 
the same places, dyke clubs like 
Female Trouble and Faster 
Pussycat. “They’ve really paved 
the way for a lot of other bands 
here,” claims Jackie Strano, not¬ 
ing the fact that Linda Perry 
helped finance Stone Fox’s 
debut CD, Burnt. “That’s the 
thing about San Francisco. It 
can be kind of a close-knit 
scene, especially in the queer 
community. People back each 
other up, and it’s not this tooth- 
and-nail competitive diva shit.” 

Despite this rosy sentiment, 
however, many still feel that the 
concept of a cohesive “dyke 
punk scene” is merely wishful 
thinking. “It’s still really scat¬ 
tered,” says Allison Hennessey. 
“There’s definitely a loose-knit 
collection of queer bands, in a 
very queer city. But as far as 
things coming together in a 
united kind of way, where 
things get organized and pro¬ 
moted, I don’t think it’s hap¬ 
pened yet.” 

Cynics may cringe and say 


that the whole dyke punk thing 
is just a passing trend - but oth¬ 
ers disagree. 

“Before I moved back here 
from London, I knew that this 


was the place to do music,” 
says the Bucktooth Varmints’ 
Annie Toone. “But I had no 
idea that there would be so 
many talented people here, or 


such support. Musically, punk 
might just be a phase. But in 
terms of dykes starting their 
own bands, the floodgates are 
wide open!” ▼

very now and then, a 
novel comes along that

Commercial Interest in Gay Mags Is Growing 

New Publications Target 
the Gay Markets 


by Wayne Hoffman 

Facing uphill political battles 
under a new conservative 
Congress, the largest gains the 
gay community can make in the 
near future are in the commer¬ 
cial world. National advertisers 
have only recently begun court¬ 
ing gay consumers, but all signs 
point toward dramatic increases 
in mainstream commercial 
investment. This year’s Ikea 
television advertisement was a 
first, but it will not be the last. 

George Sansoucy watched 
commercial interest in gay mar¬ 
kets expand during his tenure as 
associate publisher of Genre, 
POZ, and Ten Percent maga¬ 
zines. And as the number of 
advertisers looking to gay mar¬ 
kets has increased, so has the 
number of channels for reaching 
those audiences. As a conse¬ 
quence, advertisers have had 
increasing difficulty choosing 
among the growing outlets. 

“I realized at this point the 
need for a watchdog on the 
evolving markets,” Sansoucy 
said in a recent interview. 
“Mostly to supply some author¬ 
itative important information 
about the market, so [advertis¬ 
ers’] level of comfort is raised 


and we can hopefully accelerate 
their entry into the gay and les¬ 
bian market.” 

Next News, which premiered 
this month, will be Sansoucy’s 
watchdog. The 24-page color 
monthly will be aimed at poten¬ 
tial advertisers seeking gay mar¬ 
kets. 

“The magazine is dedicated 
to helping decision makers on 
Madison Avenue, ad directors, 
and the media supervisors, get 
good information on the mar¬ 
ket,” he says. ‘This is being sent 
to key decision makers at the ad 
agencies and the companies on 
the corporate side that have 
interest in the gay and lesbian 
and Generation X markets.” 

Generation X? How did the 
elusive and fickle youth demo¬ 
graphic get thrown in with the 
gay and lesbian community? 

“When the gay and lesbian 
markets are looked at. we are 
often grouped in with 
Generation X. My personal 
thoughts aside. I’m not one to 
fight City Hall or Madison 
Avenue. Psychographically, I 
think there’s a connection. 
Demographically, I think it’s 
much more of a stretch,” he 
admits. 

The markets are lumped 


together by advertisers as 
cutting-edge consumers, 
risk-takers, and trend-set¬ 
ters. Despite the obvious 
differences between 
markets divided by age 
and sexual orientation, 
Sansoucy says Next 
News will cover the 
market the way adver¬ 
tisers have structured it, 
since his goal is to 
meet advertisers’ infor¬ 
mation needs. 

Sansoucy is not the 
only publisher rushing 
to fill this growing 
information gap in the 
advertising world. As 
deputy executive 
director of the Gay 
Games this summer, 

Dan Baker also wit¬ 
nessed the power of 
corporate sponsorship first¬ 
hand. 

“For the first time, some big 
people like Miller Beer and 
Continental Airlines and AT&T 
got involved in the gay market, 
and if they’re going to do it, then 
other companies are going to do 
it as well,” Baker says. “This 
isn’t the end of it, this is just the 
beginning, and these people 
need to have information.” 


Quotient magazine 

After this summer’s Gay 
Games, Baker teamed up with 
Harold Levine, the director of 
marketing and merchandising 
for the Gay Games, and Sean 
Strub, publisher of Poz maga¬ 
zine, to create Quotient, which 
will premiere this month with a 
projected circulation of 2000. 
Like Next News, the 12-page 
black-and-white monthly will 
be distributed to industry insid¬ 
ers. 

“It looks to us like main¬ 
stream companies are more 
interested in this niche market, 
but they don’t have a lot of 
information,” Baker says. “We 
can send them in the right direc¬ 
tion, give them some good 
advice, and keep them informed 
about what’s going on. That’s 
what the aim is.” 

While the two publications 
overlap significantly in their 
missions, the editorial content 
will vary somewhat. Aside from 
Next News’ inclusion of 
Generation X, which Quotient 
does not address separately, the 
overall tone of the magazines 
will differ as well. Sansoucy 
outlines the differences and 
notes that “they’re similar but 
different” and “there is enough 
room” for both. 

‘‘[Quotient] is going to be 
hard, analytical, research-orient¬ 
ed,” Sansoucy says, and Baker 
concurs, noting that Quotient 
hopes to conduct its own 
research surveys in addition to 
analyzing those in the news. 
Sansoucy promises a somewhat 
more speculative outlook for his 
magazine, stressing that while 
surveys and statistics will also 
make up a large part of Next 
News, it will “lend credence to 
the intuitive side of the decision¬ 
making process.” 

In addition to distinctions in 
content and perspective, the 
most obvious difference 
between the two magazines is 
advertising; while Next News 
accepts advertising to defray 
subscription costs. Quotient 
excludes all advertising, relying 
on a steep $12 cover price 
instead of ad revenues. 

“Some people will consider a 
magazine that doesn’t accept 
advertising as having uninflu¬ 
enced editorial content,” 
Sansoucy acknowledges. 


“That’s fine, but the same thing 
has already happened in other 
trade publications.” 

The advertisers appearing in 
the first issue of Next News 
reflect the state of gay-targeted 
advertising at large. In a word: 
liquor. The first advertisers to 
seek national gay exposure 
were liquor companies, notably 
Absolut Vodka. Strong re¬ 
sponse from the gay market has 
led other companies to follow 
suit. 

“They have, in my view, 
been the seed money which 
has allowed us to bring it to 
this point and they continue to 
be supportive,” Sansoucy says 
of the liquor companies. “I 
think they’re the least conserv¬ 
ative and more willing to take 
risks.” 

Then again. Baker notes, 
liquor companies did not have to 
worry about significant right- 
wing boycotts, since fundamen¬ 
talist activists and “family” 
groups were never a targeted 
liquor market. Companies like 
AT&T, however, have gotten 
negative feedback from their 
recent direct-mail overtures to 
the gay community. This down¬ 
side of gay advertising is further 
discussed in Quotient’s pre¬ 
miere issue. 

“Selling a journalistic prod¬ 
uct, that’ll give me plenty to 
write about,” says Baker, a 
writer by profession. “I’m sure 
that’s the kind of thing people 
will want to know. How strong 
is the backlash, and can we 
overcome it?” 

Navigating the politics 
involved in gay marketing will 
prove a significant project for 
both publications. But the 
questions involved are ones of 
strategy rather than desirabili¬ 
ty, with companies asking not 
if but when to tackle the gay 
market. As Next News details 
in its first issue, even the hesi¬ 
tant automotive industry is 
cracking; this fall, Saab be¬ 
came the first national car cam¬ 
paign featured in Out, Genre, 
and Ten Percent. With major 
national advertisers lining up 
to tap the gay market, and gay 
media opening more channels 
for those advertisers, the ’90s 
will test the power of the gay 
dollar. ▼
